There is, huwever, this difference ; that as, in tLe one case, cxpee-fl 
intioQ ts never disappointcd bccausc it is never ralsed, since nothing 
u cver commtinicatcd ; so in tlie other, eicpectation ts oflen excitcd 
bcjrond a reasonable pitch, since too rauch isgenerally communicatcd, 
and promisea are tnadc withuut a chaoce of their fulßlment. 

To adopt thc rule thal prcscribes an address, is not to adopt t 
rulc of bitblcasness in tbc cngagements it may conluin. But in intro- 
(luciog AixswoRTn'ti Maoa/uie lo the public, hc whose namc it bcais 
pledges himsclf only upon one point — tbal al thc end of the many 
volumcs yet unformed, to which hc coafidently anticipates hia new 
vcnbire will extcnd, nobody shall be able to convict him of breaking l 
a Bing^ protiiise; for hc docs not intend to oiake one. 

In thc coDstruciitin of a prospecliis, promtscs are lookcd uponi 
nthcr as htcrary cgnvenicnces than moral obbgatioDS ; and a pledge , 
k» present greater escellcncc at a lotver cost, freqiientty impliea i 
Üiiitg more than the rounding of a sentence, or the needfui supply 
of matter. '• Thc address looks rather ahort," aaid the writer of such 
• pcrfonnuncv, on etarting a new periodicaL " Add some more pro* J 
miseS)" oliscrved the conscienttous proprietor of tbe work. In suchet 
diletama, a aimple pledge to be profijsely witty, lo work a revolution ' 
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ID taste, to iocreasc the liarmtess stück of public pleasures, and to 
eclipse tbe gaiety of nations when the hour of discontinuance shall 
ftrrive, ßlla up the chasm, and givea ite due dimensiona to the address. 

It is as easy to violate such engagements as it ia difficult to write 
a prospectus without making them. But il ia equally easy, having 
determincd upon a plan, todescribe it in piain words, and to give it a 
fair trial. The originator of ihie new " Magazine of Romance, 
General Literatme, and Art," ia animated by a gratcfui sense of the 
favour with whlcli his own productiona have been bonourcd, when he 
proposea to nnite, in companionsbip wiih himself, various accompliahed 
writers, qualified to administer to public amusement, and to advanco 
the best purposes uf literature. 

So far froni dceming tbat a new conibinatlon of talents, in a new 
periodical, in a new form, at a new price, is not wanted, he believes 
that such a junction under such circumetanoes was nevcr so desirable 
fls now : and he ia ol' opinion that a plan, which invests the real pro- 
perty and the real rcsijonsibility of a Magazine in liferari/ lianda, may 
give greater freedom to writers both in the selcction and tbe treatment 
of tbeir aubjects, and tberefore bc more favourable to a prospcroua 
ezercise of tbcir talents, than is frcquently the case under established 
arrangements. Whatever in thia reapect beneüts the writor, muat be 
for the advnntage of the leader ; and is as clear a gain as any palpable 
diminution of price. Tbc command of great and various talent is one 
essential element of auccess; but it is esaential alao that the talent 
ahould be directed to the attainnient of its happiest results, and be 
empluyed in its cfL«iest and must natural way. 

The advaniages tlius enjoyed will Icnd, it may be preeumed, to a 
bigber tone of titerary speculation, as well as to a more steadfast 
moral endeavour, on the pari of the poel, the essayist, and the critie. 
Xiofiier aima and trucr purposes may be here aecured, without in the 
slightest degree cramping those attractive pages that muat bc rescrved 
for Romance, or excluding even one of those light«r acccssoriea of 
the Magazine which divert the gay-hearted reader — (setting bim think- 
i(»g, perbaps, while he langhs,) — in the guise of humurona incident and 
playfiil Satire — in the jest tbat ia born wilh a smile rathcr than a aneer 
— in piqiiant sketchea of society, notabilia of travel, and portraiturea 
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Inf ecceatricity, many-Bided and luysteriotis. Für all such ivhimsiea 
md wooders üicrc will be auiplc room aad vorgc eiiough, even though 
Pkilosopliy sliould rear her head in iheir itiimcdiale neighbourhood, 
tooking witb face sevi-ic, 3rct ncither scornfui iior ashamcd, upnn her 
frolicsome companions. 

The plan, iben, of AiNSwoRTn's Macazlne will comprise, as occa- 
MOti aerves, papers of boid and original imjuiry into the great ends for' 
whtch boolu worc writtcn — into books themselves, in their inultitudi- 
Dotu ferms — and into the mind, which they fced and fashion. It may 
treat of Status and statesnien, though it will avoid politica and scandal. 
Il wdl pass, perhaps, from a riew of the general structure of society, 
|.4o a ludicrouä disäcction of one of the atoms that coinpose it. It will 
ivegtJgate pnst cvenls nherc it can, and shew, too, how history has 
Kponed theni. These are somc among the inore ardiions of its lasks 
e constant alm will be to esecute them in ii [wpular, and ncver in 
I r%id or pcdantic epirit.

tion broods lipon the world 
we live in, and NoveHy haa 
flown into the AIR. 

For,verily,about ourdear 
old mother, this stale and 
Euperannuated earth, a man 
can think, speak, or writ« 
DOthing new, — positively nothing. — When glorious Greece dressed her up in 
mytholi^c etat« — Agamemnon's Greece, not Olho'a — she crowned the Cybele 
with turrets, inacceesible as citadels of Lycia, secret as the towera of Otranto ; 
a Mxptre of dominion was fitted to tbe goddees's right band, and her left band 
wielded the master-key of mysteries ; while a slumbering lion, terrible in passive 
■trength, was the monarcb's tawny footAtool; Earth was thcn in berhoneymoon, 
H the Sud's young wife, füll of beanties unknown, of marvels unerplored. 
Bat now tbe witbered beldame dotes, gossiping in garruloua antiqnity for ever 
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of the pregnant past ; lier head-gear of mystic turrets, (if, indeed, any other 
tlian the ideal " ehest of drawers** wherewith Mrs. Rowland Hill went 
bonneted to chapel, or than the powdered wickerwork of our grand-dames, 
that trembled at Swift's sermon upon " Top-knot, come down,") her turrets, 
once eyries of Edom, are become more diaphanous than those of Kenilworth 
or Caernarvon, tenanted by lunching cockneys, haunted by fee-hungry 
Cicerones: her sceptre, — ^what is it but a crutch-handled Walking -stick, or 
a fan, lazytongs, parasol, or scratchback? All her queerly-fashioned 
caskets have been picked so often and so easily by our literary Chubbs and 
Bramahs, that her Nilotical oFd key is voted little bett«r than old iron, 
Gurions orily for its clumsiness, and useless as those of Herculaneum, 
widow:ers in rustthat have survived their locks; and for a patent footstool of 
tarne lions, Carter or Van Amburgh (to say nothiug of young France) will 
supply your shaggy cowards on the shortest notice, and in any quantity. There 
remains nothing to explain, nothing to be new upon; no fact so microscopie 
as to have been " hitherto unobserved," no latent wonder for the niost inno- 
cuous of fools to sun withal bis stupid curiosity: we have all attained to the 
Horatian dignity of marvelling at nothing. Not only is there no new thing 
under the sun, thaVs a very truism, a super-antiquated maxim; but there is 
nothing stränge to any specific acre beneath the broad disc of Kis surveil- 
lance: Catlin drinks Sherry among the Chickasaws, and the well-bred 
Minatarrees look calmly on a steamboat; there are practising attorneys in 
New Zealand, and Whiggery afiiicts Spitzbergen; our Mill-Molochs exclaim 
triumphantly, " Them's my prints!" as tiiey recognise flowered calicoes fiaunt- 
ing on the backs of the Fuegians; and the Monomatapan rhinoceros gasps 
out bis swinish soul upon Rodgers's cast-steel, driven home by the prowess 
of a Caffre. Man, civilized man, — shaving, political, money-raaking man, — 
infests every region ; Timbuctoo is not inviolate, nor are the Rocky Moun- 
tains of Columbia; the Quaiterly stirs up your ürquhartite Circassians, 
and the truth-telling Chronide cajolcs the Japanese; the lady's-maid 
arranges her mantilla on the sliady side of a pyramid, and my lord's man 
smokes his surreptitious cigar on the fallen column of a Stylobat; every 
nation under heaven knows the taste of whiskey, and Nature herself is 
hardly unsophisticate. 

O for a speck on this broad, bad world, where the poor starvelings of 
novelty may hope to find a lingering somewhat of mysterious! Hopeless, 
aimless, unguarded aspiration: the march of intellect has put all things 
existent under its victorious feet, from Jungfrau to Salt-hill. We know 
as well what is in an uncracked nut, as if we had featly got the kemel: 
we are shrewd enough to guessthecatastrophe of volume three before ha\nng 
yawned half through volume one: every rock has long time rendereJi up its 
granite-bound princess, every ruin wearied us with thrice-told legends; 
there is not an Undine extant in any possible lake; Laputa and Lilliput, or 
other fancied realras, are trampled as the highway to Vienna: wood-nymphs 
are not more cxtinct than dodos; the brownie, the fairy, the goul, the gnome, 
and other such improbable vocations, are themes as evidently wom shabby 
and unpresentable as Greek pirates, Italian bandits, Paris swindlers, and 
London thieves. Once more, then, we recur to our röfrain — there is nothing 
new. If Modesty left this earth so very long ago that even Charles Lamb 
affected to see no more than the blushing ancle of her translation sky-ward, 
in the flesh-coloured silks of his old-fashioned youth, Mystery (that whilome 
sister of hers whora Lycurgus saw fit to part, but the Hermia and Helena 
thereafter were made one again), JVIystery, stared fairly out of countenance, 
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Jias, in this age of uosecretiveness, some time followed tliut cnngnint exaniple. 
There is not a »titch of her black train left for us to toucli ; slie has sped 
away, with politeness, to the planets. Radclifie is out of date no less tlian 
Richardson; the terrors of üdolpho havc had their day, equally with the 
treinors of Clarissa. Ghosts affright not us, who can ask, witli shew of reason, 
where thej got their clothes from; skeletons are incidents that no more 
thrill in story, since looked upon, intrinsically, as littlc better than phosphate 
of lime, and extrinsically, in the vulgär nature of a window-frame; for the 
Bleediug Nun school of tales Ave prescribe a stjrptic; for Red Rovers, a course 
of solitary coiiiinement and water-gruel; for usurping uncles, an amicable 
compromise to stay tlie ravages of Chancery. Ilatred goes at large on bail; 
love (in a land, where, like Malthus's Otalieite, the blessings of niultiplica- 
tion have changed honest marriage froni a lower sort of dull duty into the 
highest crime of the code of Martineau) — love itself, sunny, cheerful, 
bright-eyed love, can charm no longer; poetry, by consequence, is obsolete, 
and sonnets little short of sinful. llie whole body of literature is effete; for 
adventure and character, for customs and conventionalities, for travel and 
for hoine, the hard-tasked tribe of authorship has rendered up its tale of 
bodcs. Evcry vein in the mine of originality, after tedious wire-spinning, 
has at last been given over, clean workcd out; humour is exhausted in Pick- 
wick andhisprogeny; the rushlights of sentimental viUany have bumt down 
docket-deep in the school and Company of such as Eugene Aram; the scrap- 
books of Grosveuor-square have been ransacked of their gaieties, and of 
their gravities not less the dingy Calendars of Newgate: history's romance is 
stale as its reality; Cooper and the Captains have spun so many a yarn 
nautical, that we Iiave years ago been sea-sick; from Julius Csesar down to 

Colonel , we have been bored to death with military anecdote; the 

Dellacruscan fire is gone out, and Laura llilatilda grown an old woman; 

Lady B and her coterie have wearied us with tinsel and trifle; while 

purity and worth, and the generous warm heart, are themes fulfiUed (be sure 
of it) in Cecil and his clique. 

Again, and for the last again, recur we to that axiom of modemity, — ^there 
is nothing new. Hardy the heart, and cased in ribs of steel, that hazards 
authorship in such extremities: how to escape conviction as a thief, when 
each thouglit must have been many another's, and each phrase is stereotyped 
as stark plagiarism ? On this old worn-out world, every matter has been 
hunted to its Clements, every spot geologized, botanized, peripateticized, and 
noTelized; every theme hackneyed, every mystery expounded; the lightning 
accepts a schoolboy's invitation to his kite; the thunder waits upon our 
Leyden phials, or bustles up at bidding to outbellow Woolwich park; the 
blessed sun himself, swathed in caerulean rather than Prince Hal's red 
tefTeta, condescends to take the most ill-favoured portraits ; and animal 
magnetism is exploded as the last pseudo-marvel, now that it has served the 
purpose of fleecing gullibility, and giving poor Mrs. Frail an excuse for 
admiring Dr. Dion Cassius. 

Tum we, then, from this obsolete Earth, to the novelty and fireshness of 
the Air; a prairie unpolluted by fur-traders, a provinoe unsurveyed as 
yet by the prodigal directors of a railroad. Lo! here is ample room, lo! here 
is verge enough, as well for any flights of thought, as (let us speculate) even 
of bodies such as ours, lumbering carts though they be, of the essence 
immaterial. The Air, the Air, is free unto us yet; who will fashion us a song 
of triumph on the Air, like those pieans on Land and Sea wherewith the 
jnanly music of a Phillips hath stirred up souls as with a tnunpet? Yea, 
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1^ this light will I, at leest, un' nty Ftgafus wilT carry me. 
apeed, old Dobbin, nur stay tbr whip and spur. —

But, 
if we must attempt it, as yerily we might, let it be somewhat as thus : — Fal- 
staff declares that grief had blown him out like a bladder ; let gas do alike for 
voluminous garments of caoutchouc. Swell out the birdlike shape on back 
and belly, arms, and legs, tili tiie inner man himself is as the hawk's heart, 
surrounded with lightsomeness and buoyancy. By delic^te steel Springs be- 
tween the shoulder-blades, communicating with a fan-like wing, strengthen 
and fiedge man's elongated arm ; give him a waistband of sand, to be let out 
by a spring valve, reachable by the mouth, to regulate bis rising ; another 
similar valve to control some upper part of the gas-garment, to give him the 
power of sinking ; the man to be made as light-headed as can be, by a mon- 
strous silk helmet, infiated, with a peaked beak to cut the air. He would 
thus look like some huge Morphia, or Thanatos, of the moth species, and if 
rendered buoyant enough to overcome the power of gravitation, might as well 
fly by well-directed effbrts of exertion, as he may swim by the like effbrts. 
"Whether the buoyant power should be under him, as Grecian P^asus and 
the winged horse of Persian story, or over him, as the roc of Arabia and 
the ram of Polypheme whereto Ulysses clung, experience best might teil: 
perhaps it should be both. Only, let the would-be-bird beware, that even if 
he mount per gas upward, he be not, as it were, tied to a rocket, to come 
down with the stick ; and if he mount not at all, but leap boldly ofi^ the 
housetop, let him be careful he meet not the fate of that white-robed flutterer 
of Cairo, who, standing on a tower, gathered the wind into bis garments, 
jomped into the courtyard, and — ^got smashed.

In a despotism 
M onMJtutcd, incasiirc« citiate tlic mcn, and oot, aa with uh, the tnen 
the mrnsiirvs.

laet Paaha'ä charocterietics, are cansiderablo powers of- Observation, 
rate intellect, great firmness, pride, energy, and resolution, feorae BuperetitJoa, 
but no morality, and lience ambition and want of acruple liow he obtain^ hü 
enda, activity in his enterpriaes, jealonsy of suuceas, ayaricei bnt not (for i 
Eastem) scnsuaiity. As a Mohanunedan, he helongs to the old sehool ; tbat ib 
say, he not onty t4)leral«s dei^dälies, and mad holj roen, from polic;, but lovel 

Ifiiem and courts their sutriety, and on eapedal divan days allows them an nppel 
oeat. The miülabs, or pricats, are the onljf persona wlio evor expe: ' 
their maeter's bounty. To them he is said to give large sums of money. 
'bas his astronomers, and always puts the moat perfect reliance on 
w«dictions of prosj>erous or unlucky days. And, lastty, he eminently bates 
Fnuiks, and never eouLl nor will tolerate Europeans, except wben he hope 
to gun something by Ihom, or lo make them hia tools. I waa intimate wid 
bu ehief Bfitronomer. Ile had two or tliree ostrolabes, with which he coidi 
meaaure to a rough approximation, tlie altitude of the Etars and c< ' 
bodie«. He hnd alm an älmanack in which tbe results of tlie eotüunctions w< 
regularly imfolded. Tbuskiabclief in astroli^y was not an imposition, bat 
actual faitli in an iinaginary seience, traditionary among tbe Mohammedau 
He titUiU, on the coutraiy, expressed his wonder tbat Europeans, wbo are » 
•ocurate in astronomical observations, had not enlarged tbe ßeld of astrologT". 
The Pasba's habits were n.'gular. He rose early in the moming, and wetil 
cnit to ride or shoot before breakfast. He sometimes drove u low barouche.' 
Fond of oatoutation, he would oe^^onally contrive so that we shoidi 
mect him on parade, and awell his retinue as he marehed between twi^ 
Kncs of troops, On tbesc occaslons, be favoured almnst every snldier witlf 
ane of hb peculiar oat-like looks. He would then walk across the parade itC 
Oanveraation. If any poor person prostrated himself with a petition, be'' 
nceived it, but if any onu spokc in his prcsence, hc would stop short, and' 
tuming round, fix him with a glance for several seeonds before hc wcnt on. 

He never gavc pipes to Fnuiks, but often invited us to dinner, on whidri ^ 
McwiDna hc had music aüerwards, and was deligbted if we were plexsed witk 4 
the old Turkish refrain of " Wekome, Frank, welcome." On one occnsioD T 
«ben baleing out our soup from a general basin, a severe nnd loud shoek of 
an eortliquajte shook the old woodeii and mud pnlace to its foundations. Tlie 
■ttendants were ostounded, uid loüked agliost, but the Fasbn only leered up' 
fai his usual manncr to scc the cfieet it productMl upon us. We etüd nothinf^ 
but ßontinued the immcraiun of spoons. At these dinnors tbe only beveraga 
was sherbet or cherry-water. Oiice, after paying him a visit, we went into' 
ttie apartmcnt of bis kaya, or depiity govemor. Following us, he threw* 
uido the eurtains constituting an Orienial doorway, and, afler holding them 
at ann's-Iength, slaring from before u row of guards and atlendanls, and 
making a tableau of himself for a roinute or more, he retired, 

Bnron W , an ablc officer of the Prussian ptaff, was senl down, when 

irar was nbout to break out, to organize and remodel the troops of tbe 
pashalik. This not being at all gratifying to his pride, ho rcfue^ to 
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iowledgo hün, but the Baron writing to Stambiil, renowed liJs creden-

biit llitßx I'asha was the favourite of the tb<^n Siütan Mahmud, and marched 
OTBT IxKrt's head, becoming seraskier of the army, as lazet baa since over- 
' bim, by becoming grand visier. Tbe jealouBj and hatred of Izzet led 
nouter, m will be subeequently eeen, to the moet dieastrous results. 

Al Angora, Izzet ruled with the arbitrary 8way of a petty tyrant. A 

•utifnl smnmer houtip, crected on the banks of a river sweeping throiigh a 
^tine alinoat io the heail of tbe city, attraeted bis desires. It belonged to 
B Rit-rrhanl, who waa unAcrupuloualy got rid of, and tbe Paabn entered imme- 
(Uatcly upon the eigo^ent of bis new possesBion. 

In tffeeting bis obje<;t8 ItiKt oftea exhibited no sniall degree of eunning. It 
was hin cuütom t« vidit lüf different gnvenimi-'nts, and to personally examine 
the ai^uuiita, und ([uestion tlie peasaiite if tbe tsaetions ^¥e^e severe, niis 
«oukl buv« been well, if bie objecta bad been to rcmedy the evil. But it 
ja» Oüi KU, and was merely a prutext to know what to deniand of the mutc- 
MUni and ilieik i>r govemor and sub-govemors. 

B A muterellim, wliu liad avoided hia dcmonds, by plea<Iing hia own poverty 
■d tliBt of the treusury, and whom he auspected of aecreting money, was 
Hrllcd to tlie tiath with bim. Setting tlie esample by beginning to un- 
Bna, be deetived the governor into prejturing himsclf for the bath, froni 
BUch, however, be rctire<l precipitately, anrl throwing blmaelf upon the 
Wtirvniar's rlotheiH, obiained tbe girdle wfaieb Easteme generally wear round 
■• waüt, and witJi it the money he eoughl. On iasuing Irom the batb, the 
■klmeilim fnnnd bimnelf a be^ar. 

»Izaet intnNlne<^'d at Angora the almort obsolete practice of »piking, and 
■M pvticularly wvere in inflicting tbis punishnient npon tlie robber Kurda, 
B«c «f whom »ere oncc spiked, at the aarae time, in the Angora market- 
^hoe. The bodiee of aeveral othcrs migbt be aeen occosionaUy on the wuy 
lUe, Hoabuned on a aeafFolding by three iron epikes, onn pasning tlirough 
■o besd, anotliFT ibrougb ihe body, and a third throngh tbe lege, leaving 
■•arnut dangling downwarda, 

K Wben tlio mllitary prvparutiona in tlie flve great paslialika nf pyarbekr, 
Bra«, Angora, Koniyeb, and Erxnim, onabied tbe Oamunli anny, imder 
■ifis I'asba, tu enier the tlrld egainAt tbe Syro-Kgyplian», inulcr Itirabim 
Mtha: ISEPt Paiüha was to efTeet d junction with the Keniakicr, und lend bi* ' 
Hnw to iwliat in enüiiring vic-iury to the Sultan. But hifi batrt^l uf bi* "^ 
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greoter than his patriutism, anJ by variuus subterfuges and dclays 
contrived to be no furüier than IX-rindeb, on tlit: nurtb aide ot' Tiuirus, wbu 
the engageinent bo fatal to tbe Oemanli puwer took place at Nizib. Belog IC 
thal tiiQC accompaniwi by an arniy eil' upwards ol" twenty thousand men, hi* 
troo|>3 would have ensbled Uuüz to check tbe auccessea of hü rival. But, in 
^a usual cautious manner, Izzet deieatcd this object bjlettiag it be privalelj 
known that there were ao moi'c rationa, and that the armj migbt break Dp. 
Ttte arniy did to, accordioglj) but uut without plundering the treasmy. wlula 
Jaeet repairing to Constantinople, repoited the äffair as aa acddental dbaet<:f , 
uid a revoU on the pari of hia forces. 

. Short]y after tliis period, Izzet was appoioted, on the occaeion of the 
intended 8tta<jk of the Allies on the SjTO-Egyplian power, to the post cf 
militory Chief tain of the OsmanliB in that country. The writer's peraonik 
recotleetiona do not aci'ompaDj hlm in thiB campaign. But an aneolote itf 
related of Izzet, wliile tliere, which bears all the charocteristics of trulh. 

At the Biege of Acre, a gallant Gemian colooel was eeverely Struck by Itf 
stone Bplintered by a shot, and almoet immediately atltrwards, hia arm wis 
broken by anotber. Onthe first impulse, he retreated from the town wilh 
the other fugitives, but was so ntaltreated by hia companions that he retunicd, 
togiTehimselfupaaaprisoner, in which designbehappily succeedcd. Itwu 
■Imost entirely owing to tbis ofUcer's presence that Acre made aoy defence> 
Every care was taken of him, and he waa put on board a Tiirkiah steamur, 
to be coDveyed to Cunstantinople. Thie vessel, although bolonging to tlw 
Porte, wag eommanded by an Engliahmaii, well koonn and much respected 
throughout- the Levant. The Uerman offleer wa^ so seiiously injured, UM 
he feit he could not survive the trausport. The Engliah eaptain having to 
touch at Beirout, ivported bim, when there, to Izzet Fasba as unlit for the 
jnumey, and bc^ed to be allowed to put him ashore. The Pasha at onca 
refuBed. " la he not our prisoner ?" he eald. " He is," was tlie reply: " but 
it iB not customary to treat prisoners wilh unnecessary cruelly." " la ba 
pot OUT enemy ? " stcrnly rejoined the Pasha — " Let him die." The good},' 
eaptain, howevcr, persevered, and the German was put ashore, and rccoTcredf 
. The aame eaptain brought Izzet to the Dardanellen, and on the paa 
the conversation happening to tum upon tbe anarchy tliat would eilst an __ 
the Syrian tribes when the Allies sbould bnve withdrawn. — ^' Ah 1 " he sak^ 
Itis gray 6ye twinkling with the thought, and fais arm waving to and Iro, iä: 
imitatinn of a right and left Bahre cul, " tbey will want me there yet. Cut 
a few hiuidred throata, and tbey will soon be quiet." 

Such is the man, once more colled from obscunty to nde the deatiniel 
of tbe Ottoman empire — such tbe diaraetcr that pliilantbi-opic nadona wh«^ 
for tbcir own imagiaary iDterests, eupport the falling power of Mohamr* 
medanism, will havu to look lo for carrying into effeet their well-inte&t' 
tioned, but miataken policy. If the Turks ore Icfl to fight their own battle^ 
the result will siwa be manifest, in the general riee of tlie poor and un« 
»ympsthized-for CbriBtiim races of the European pcninäula. Greeks, Buii 
garians, Serviana, Montenigriti, hnve but one feeling in common — a detcstatiinb 
of four centuriea of Mohammedan misrule and despotie thraldom. But otbeV: 
iiations will mingle in the conflict. As, in the Syrian war, a power able ft 

rvern a country may be driven out to make way for one incapable of ruling 
Such an assistance, once more tendered, may retard for a timc, or 
enotlicr affair of Navarino may accelerate — bnt neitbcr can prevent ib 
dcnouement awailing the griuid Oriental tragedy; a dcnoueiuent whicb, ii 
the existing relations of the Chrietian and Mohammedan world, bas beeq 
probably long marked out by Providence.

Although the Sultan only muttered " Stuff and uonaeuae, get along witlt 
Ton," it was evident by the blugh in the royal countenance, and the smite wbich 
Ug^tcned up tho black waves of the imperial bcard, ae a sunbeam does the 
sea, (bat hi« majesty was pleosvd, and that the Btorm was about to disappear.

" King Muahook was then firnily edtablialied on hh tlirone, and had for 
bis vizier tbat famons and wortliy stutesmau Munsoor; onc of llie u':lii>at 
and oldest, bul al^o one of tho wisest of nion, and nttaclicd lieyond e\'i.^rf 
thiug to the Muithook dyuasty, thougli his tceth had bcon knocked out bf 
the royal slipper." 

" And, DO donbt, Mushook sened him i'i^ht," obsor\ed tlie Sultan.

Victor Hüoo is at once the name of an author and the watohword of a literary, a 
political, and, i^ we were to judge hy numbers only, we might add, a national partr. 
We saj this with infinite re^t. For the author we have the utmost possible 
respect. He has industnr ; he nas katninff ; he has enthnsiasm ; he has eloquenoe ; 
he nas oathos ; he has belief in the truth of a lofty mission ; he has genius. In other 
words, ne has at his oonunand the Diincipal weapons hy which the mind of man is 
acted on, and he has a knowledge oi their üse. His romance of ** Notre Dame de 
Paris** is a work of the highest ordet. It is an embodiment, in a grand and Tarions 
picture of ancient days, as it were, of some of those subtle phases ofnuman feeling, of 
which the common current of human llfe is alwajs capable, but that gleam upon its 
sur&ce only through the impulsive force of circümstances, as the phosphoric light in 
Eastem seas foUows the stroke of the oar. It is an öfTusion, at once wildly romantie 
and deephr philosophic, upon two words — ^Fate and Impurity. These are the foun- 
tains to the river of the story ; these evolve the dominant idea ; and npon the enttn* 
ciation of this idea the whofe work is wrought, and wrought, too, witn consummate 
art, and decked in a most ßucinating array of words — words that have hues worthy 
of Rubens* pencil, and that fall to delight only when there is söme defect of taste in 
the detaUs or some exaggeration in the drawing. The very erroTs, however, you are 
made sensible, proceed mnn an irritable consoiousness of strength. The man who has 
treated the story of Fäquette La Chantefleurie with such intense pathos, and shed 
abont it, as in the tide revealed by the Magdalene*s countenance under the inspired 
hand of Guido, such a redeeming grace, may well be parddned in thinking there is no 
subject, provided it be but in some sort Imked to the sWeet humanlties of life, so 
mean or base as to be destitute of the power to catch illumination from his genius. 
We pity those, moreover, who cannot find much to admire in his dramas, however 
recklessly ill-chosen may be the theme, or who cannot recognise in his poetry the 
genuine lyric fervour. But with the watohword, on the other band, we have little 
sympath^, when used by a literary or political caste ; and we can have but one feeling, 
and that is bitter regret, to find tnat under his own sanction it has been lent to a 
partv in Ins oountry, whose prindples, if they oould be put in aotion, would disturb the 
World, would tend to unsettte the foundations of civilisEed sooiety, and cause France to 
b0 erer alterwards resarded as the common enemy of human lund. With that thrill 
of ansiety which belongs to expected pleasure now within reach, we opened his 
Tolunies on the Rhino. Byron had been thero. Had he left anythinff to he gleaned 
by the French poet f or had a new crop of poesy sinoe arisen, which was now ripe 
fbr the sickle ? Hieae were Ihe queations in our thought Wo were disappointed, 
tben, to find a series of letters in undeniable prose, embarrassed with all the clumsy 
maohinery of personality in reference to the writer and a supposed correspondent — 
letters that were written on slips, and not on sheets— for immediate transmission to 
the press, and not the post— oontaining confidences that were intended for publica* 
tion, and complimentary introduotions without the slightest savour of reality ; letter& 
too, that^ for anything they contain, might just as well have been written in M. 
Hugo*8 study at Paris, as at any one of the plaees firom whdnce they bear date. 
The personal adventurcs recorded are so meagre and so loose, they have so little of 
the adbesivo principlo about them, that it is impossible to believe the^ ever had any 
local existenoe beyoud that which they acquired through the liberahty of the poet. 
The criticisms, too, on the cathedrads all along the route M. Hugo laid down fbr 
himself on his map, from Paris to Mayence,— «and tcrribly dull and monotonous th^ 
are,-H(nigfat have been made from the revelations of a guide-book. The legenos 
might have isaued from any given territory in tiie land of dream ; the two or three 
tnatohes of poetry are of the like fiibric ; and of these, together with a long and 
xabid political pamphlet against England, do the volumes consist* The pamphlet 
wMch is appended to the letters, under the inappropriate title of '* Conolusion,** 
conititutes anont one-third of the whole work, and has no reference whatsoever to the 
preoeding portions, beyond the facts that they profess to be about the Rhine, and 
that young Franoe is desiroos of resuming the p(»ition held by Nuwleon upon tbat 
river, and threatens to do so in a brief ^etioa, The mode m whioh thia la to Im

Thos armed, I ventured to dispute with the thinty fourfboted ckinuints a draught of 
water, and having gallantly obtained it, I proceedcd onwards tili darkness overtook 
me. Under this emergency, as the moon roae at midnight, when I could contmue 
mj joumey, I resolved to go oat to the extremity of the next aqueduct I met, and 
■leep there in oomparativo security fh>m wild animals. 

What was my surprise, however, on approaching one of these ruina of former 
days, to find a fire lighted beneath an arch, and an old Bedwin Arab and a boy seated 
by itB side. At my approach the old man started up, and lifting the elub ordinarily 
earried by all hb tribe in their girdles, prepared to strike : I laughed at him, and 
throwing down my stick, in sign of peace, sat down by the fire ; the boy brought me 
wafter in a jng, and then burnt wet straw to keep oiT the mosquitoes, that hang like 
a doad over uie fiame ; while the old man ofiered me bread. To the questions 1 then 
asked, I obtained an answer, that the steamer had passed down the river that day ; and 
the old man promised to be my guide, as soon as tne moon should lise. 

I had laid down to take some repose until that time, when another Arab joined the 
party; he had been out plunderin^, but it was upon a yery sinall Scale, for he exhi- 
bitea his earnings, which were thmgs not worth pioking up on the road. This did 
not improve the notion I had formed of mv guide, tlv>ugh it afieoted me too little to 
prerent my aleeping soundly. J was awakened by some one pinching my great toe, 
and fbund, on opening my eye», a grotesque visage hanging over mine, lighted up 
by a radiant moonbeam. The other man and the boy were gone, as was also my 
stick, which was a comprehensible circumstance ; but the old man was there. I rose 
and proceedcd silently on my joumey, scarcely knowing what I had to anticipate. 
The night before, I had secured the old man*8 service by the present of a gazi, on 
which occasion I had exhibited my empty purse ; but Bodwin Arabs are not to be 
taken in by such subterfViges. 

As we proceedcd, therefore, I expected every moment to bo. joined by more guidcs 
than I required, or desired : my oniy hope was that the old man*s cupidity would 
lead him to consider me as bis particular prize, and that he would make the attenipt 
by himself, so as to save participation or profits with any one ; and this hope was 
happUy verified. 

Our road lay aloug the bonks of the Euphrates, which was now scen to the greatest 
advantage in the moonlight, broad shadows being thrown on its lucid bosom by the 
dependent landscape. 

in a Short time, we began the ascent of some hills, the crest of which we had no 
sooner gained than my guide laid himself down on the ground, and scanned the naked 
upland that now extended before us. I sat down in the meantime. "When he had 
finished his survey, he slowly muttered the wordü " No Arabs," as if he liimself had 
not been one. Ile then came and placed himself by my side, in closer propinouity 
than was desirable, white he put fbrth his band to examine the steel buckles of my 
bnices, (for I wore no waistcoat,) which shone like silver in the moonlight. In doing 
this, his band trembled, and betrayed his intentions. I rose quickly, and seized a 
stone, hc at the same moment lifting his club, and holding out bis band, rubbing the 
thumb and forefinger together — a significaut manner of asking for money, common 
to many parts of the world.

In procif, nowever, thatpeaoe has taken its fliglit 
froni earth, not deigning to ahuh for a scasrin evon in its Atitlest nooks, I bccame last 
year acquainted with a story, of which the eloments are — rage, terror, delusion, aod 
ror.iorse, and of which thc fustic huria]-im>und of Copseleigh was in pari the scene. 
1 aui, niortK)ver, though not an actor in tnem, personaily concemed in tht* detail». 

It is well known, that the Janunry aml Fcbniary of 1641 wtre more than usuany 

incleinent. Iron frosts, hoavy snow, bitter and Airious gales, and angry rains cha- 

raeterixed both monthd ; but iMarch »et in without its usual north-eaat winds ; and it 

was not until two nr three weeks of it had jiassed, that the arid and witbering quality 

of this period of the yenr became predominant. The af^roach of spring, unaer anj 

nspect, nowever forbiäding, is generally delightful to the heart of man, for it is thf 

seaflon of hope ; hut it brought with it no peculiar joys for nie. To the happy mini 

nf the brightest, wisest, m(«t various, and most ori^nal of English essayista,**March 

is finught with pleasure. ** ft is one of the best-natured months in tlie yeWf^ aays 

hc ; " dr^'ing up the superabundant moisture of wiuter with its fierce winda, and 

thus restoring us our oaths thnmgh the fiekb, and piping befbre the flowera like a 

Imcc-hanal.** In spite, nowever, of so poetical an eulog}', 1 did not mark tlus ttdvent 

of tho vemal quarter by haimting the fields, but eonnned my out-of-^loor perambn- 

lations to the old church^'ard, in the shelter of which the cutting nortbem bfaats weit 

mitignted, though 1 was obliged to Compound for an cxposure to the eastem breeie. 

Hoaming thus frequently in these hallowed precincts of the dead, I could not fiül t» 

witness the grcater portion of wliat passed there. The montb of which I write was 

exctH'dingly unhealthy. March is generaily atrying time, especially to the aged ; but 

now the rapid ultemation from soft soutd-westem airs to rigid iSlasts iVom tbe eaat, 

made the time moiv than usually fatal. The sward of our burying-gproiuid was 

accurdingly broken up almost evory other day. So great a mortality Euad not, fiir 

many yeairs, been known in Co])se]eigh and its neighbourhood. Our old aexton 

was tlierefore called from the hermit-like sechision in which ho loved to dwell, and 

A^ ns coinpelled to iaoe the savage winds an they mshed against him from the east. 

Thore wns souiethuig singular in the character of this mnn : he shunned socii*ty, 

i>t'ldoni or never helil converse with bis neighbours ; lived in perfect solitude, ina 

hut situated in one of the groen and tree-l»ordered lanes branohmg from the village; 

and, fxcept tliat ho ovidontly dislikod bis calling, »oonioil, of all others, fitte<l for the 

drcar^' office?: nf tho church\'ard. Ilis figun* was bont, more, as it would appear, 

from constant dospondoncy than from ngo ; bis faoo was palo and hnggard, and bis 

vnico that of ono whu had long buldon adieu to hope. The fitful and pi(>rcing glances 

ot'liis eye gjiw syniptoms nf mental alienation, and he never ontered tho contines ctf 

our receptaclo for tho dead (thcmgh from it lio drew tho moans of lifo) witbout a 

«ihudder. But whnt attraoted tho euriosity of tho villngers more than all this, was 

tho fact of hiä ]»evtinaciniis1y shunning, ns if a nost of vipors lay thore, a particular 

angle made by tho iwrch and tho Ixxly of the church, in the sbadctw of which wn» a 

Single grav4-mound, ctivored with rank grass, negU»cted, and unraarked by either 

head>tnno or fiM>tstono. 

Though the curpse l)enoath this tuHy hillitok had lain thore undisturlie«! for thirty 
years, and tho gruund was liablo to Ih' again opentsl, our sexton anxiously dissuadetl 
tho relatives of any [iorson deceasod agiunst solecting tliat s]>ot as a place oi interment. 
Tho angle, ho said, was almost ulwnys in sliaduw : it was grim, gloomy, and, worse 
than all, damp, from tlie con.stant dripping, in rainy woather, of the projecting 
c'hureh-nxif. In accomplislüng bis pf»int, ho liad hitherto found littlo diüiculty, there 
boing still so many unooeupiorl spots in tho burial-ground. Nevertheless, hisreluct- 
anco to o()en that solitar}' grave, and bis constant avoidanet» even of approaehing it, 
woro, as I havo saiil, notioo«! by tho villagers in gonora), aii<l by m^'self in parti- 
cular, though none could form the remotost gu(^s an to tho cause. 

Ono day — ono bitter day in Mnreh — I ro)mired to my usuiü place of meditatioii, 
though all around was bare ond oomfortlons, and thougli tlie Imloful east wind 1%'as 
abroad. So pii-roing woro tho blasts that I should havo retroatod to my bome, had 
not my attention l)oen attraoted to the soxton, who was su^ierintonding the digging 
of a grave by bis assistant. Tho work was going on noar tho nameloss mound of 
which I havoVpokon. I Imd uov«*r l)oforo soon tho soxton so elc»se toit, and I watched 
him anxiously. Pacing restlessly by tho side of the narrow chasm, he urge<l the 
man, in a voice tremulous with agitntion, to liasten and complete bis task. Keing

thu4 incc^santlr pfiMBed, and seeing the perturbttion of his master, the labourer plied 
hü pickaxe and shovel so incautiously as to break into the confines dT the neigh- 
bourifig mve, and not only to lay Imre part of tho old coffin, bat even to break away 
a piece of itü monldering wood. Seeing this, the Rexton uttered a sudden shriek, and 
firll {«eiMeless to the groand. 

The lalwmrer Aprang firom the dismal pit he had furmed, and, with my assistance, 
lit^ed his master from the f>arth. We bore him speedily to bis house, laid him on his 
bcrd, and did our best to restore him to aninmtion. In this, after an interval, we suc- 
cceded ; and, having promised to send the vilhige doctor to him, I was about to retire, 
wben he begged I would stay, adding, that he liad something to impart which fbr 
many rean md oppressed and tortui^ him, and which he could no longer concefd.

As 
I have firequently seen you in our burial-ground, and during divine worship at church, 
and ha^-e perceived that yoar demeanour and mode of life diifer widely from those of 
the other parishiooers, ft has long been my wish humbly to solicit that I might con- 
fide to ^-ou the secret of my agony. But, sir, I feared to ask so great a favour ; and 
I drcaded still more to encounter the pangs of confession. My purpose has been thus 
procrastinated ; and I should still have shrunk from it, had not the torturing incident 
of this day rendered silence no longer supportable.

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liy an irr«pfMsible desire to ^ the body removed firam oQr iown, fiir I eoaViiii 
endure to live in contiguity with her ffrave. If her remaina shoiild repose at mm 
little distance, I fondly hoped that my horror would be afaated. With tmi dc^I 
ordered that the funoral should take place hero, and I aelected « glooaiy and ran 
spot in the church vard of this village, where I thought botfa she and the memoij d 
my crime would be hidden. It was Uta in an aftemoon of March, thirty yean i^ 
tliat the dead victim and her infiuit were given to earth. Twilight was coming oa. 
The bleak and howling wind sounded like a dirge, chilling to the yery heart mpM 
and one only other inoumer. The scrvice was briefly dispatched, and we haniti 
from the spot, leaving two men basily employed in shovellingearth upon tiie ccJIb.

Alas ! this was of no avail. I l>ecame more and more the prey of the wenn that dietk 
not. My night-slumber was coastantly broken. Body and mind sufTered equallj. 

** Thus far, monstrous as was my offence, you vnll give credence to whiä I Ufe 
said. That which is to come, you will set down as the delnsicm of a diaoidend 
iinagination. Indeed, I am not sure tlmt it was not so, though when it occuncd I 
fuUy l)elieved in its reality. AVhenever 1 walked to or from the inn at nisfat, mi I 
always encountered by a stranger who, I wbs certain, dld not belong to tne nUage. 
Whence he came, or why he should thus waylaj me, I could not guess. Hia preaence 
filled me with dread. I dared not speak to him ; and he, on bis part, waa ailent I 
made many inquiries in the neighbourhood, Imt no one had ever aeen him. Still be 
invariably 'crossed my path at nightfidl ; tili at length I resolved not to atir abroad 
any more exct'pt in the füll light of day.

eodeavoured lo bring aboat a radioal reform m tbe syslem of Taientiuea. Bnt in yain. 
These cabftlislic tokena are yet eagerly coveted by tbe matrimouial aspirant, all over 
ChristeDdom.

JdsI uoIiods of the wonders nf the chi^el, ancient and modern, 
may be deriTed by him (Vom t)ie plaater caaU at every eecond comer, wbere the Italialt 
boy reBU hie hnnhen. The delicate mfyeMy of Apollo — Ihe graee of Veno«— the l«Ton

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from Ihe awful brow of Phidian Jovc, are all there, delineatcd with sufficient accuracy to 
Burprise and charm onc who has not s«cn the nobler repri^sentations, whieh transtor all the 
glories which can bc transferred from tlie spiritnaÜKcd marble, — and to give him a k>Aier 
notion, not alone of the works of man, bat of man himselt The treasures of piuQtiiig, 
ancicnt and modern, dUclose themsclvct in countless Windows to the universal gase, lliis 
18 in the towns ; bnt eyen in the coantry, no village is withont its represcntationi, howerer 
rode they be, of miracleg of art These advantages are, now-a-days, enjoyed by all who 
have the enjoyment of their senses, and of the common air. Go a step higher, and the 
Penny Bligazine, and siroilar publioations, opcn ont to millions their Stores of literature 
and art For the grcat miyority of theee, moreover, thcre be other works of greater ex 
tent and morc elaborate execution, in likewise acceaaible ; and so you proceed npon a 
äiditig teaie, closely graduated from class to class as to wealth and taste, onül (to 
adopt the dinning language of the hour) you arrive at a Jixed duty which admits Tony 
Johannot, and alTows thousands upon thoosands of oar countrymen, togreet and admire 
the productions of thit most ptipular and distinguished foreign artist. They now lie npon 
my table. And to JustifV my introdnction to the mcntion of bis name and works, 1 wish 
specially to explain that he is populär in every sense of the word*-not merely as enjoying 
the populär applausc, bat as being eminently an artist for the people — ^for the many— not 
excliisively for the few. And this not alone because hii works are Tcrr nnmerons, and 
can be roultiplied and spread abroad at a cheap rate originally, and in thefr best form, and 
can afterwards be re-produced on wood or stone, and sent forth in a shape that bring« them 
within the reach dTthe hamblett olasaet} and thii, of course, when Copyright eeaaet, or as 
pirating proceeds, thev will in Franoe and eTery other conntry assumc, bot also beeause 
he has marriod the ofupring ofhis intellect to those ohildrcn of genios who ean neTer die, 
and the publie voiee has ratiflcd the allianoe. In every conntry in whieh the works bom 
of the brain of Cervantes, and Moliure, and Beranger, are read, to speak not of othen less 

»ture 




connexiou — cach new edition being like a new embräco of the giant Antsens, with bis 
migbty motber — ^will be better than that of the greatest painter — and the embodiments of 
Don Qu!xotte*8 advontures will l>e thlngs of household cnjoyment, when, for the multitode 
of mankind, the memory of " Michael AngeIo*s l^st Day" shall have faded to a dream. 

That 1 have not ovcr-estimatod the value of bringing, at an easy cost, such works as 
Tony Johannot's before the enlightened public, while there are others of less worth and 
refinemcnt for the multitude, admits, in my mind, of no doubt. We all, from the 
nursery to the grand niarts of iutcllcctual strife, love picture-books. They are matters 
of Utility to US at one period of our intellect^al labours, of gratifieation at all. In some 
cases, as where any animal, plant, costume — indeed, one might say, any pnrely material 
objeet — has to Ikj described, they are well-nigh esscntial to enable us to come to a right 
underbtanding of it. Words are said " to have hues," but what verv accurate notion 
could they give us of a flamingo? To put the matter shortly, though metaphysically, 
we uever can have more than conceptions from words, we have perc^ptions from dia- 
grams and drawings. And as Sir Graves Ilaughtcm properly observes in bis " Prodromns,*' 
" perceptions are things ;" and I apprchcnd it cannot be doubted that in all cases, except- 
ing one in which posterity alone is concerned, perceptions are preferable to conceptions. 
But this brings me back to the nursery again, and to volumes illustrated for pleasnre; 
and such volumes have always been held delightful objects of possession. Bear witness 
the thousands lavishcd on the Redford missal and others, and the cost of illuminated M88., 
and the nule, though, no doubt, also very costly, attempts to il lustrate all choioe volumea 
that isRued from the early press. There is a Dante now lying on the table printed in 
1493, in which there are a multitudo of illustrations : and oh, Paradise, Purgatory, and 
Hell ! such illustrations of the Italian TEschylus, and the gloomy grandeur and vastness 
of the soenes and creatures he imagines ! Pass from this, however,— a work priaed and 
purchased iu its day, and bought even by me for no small penny, though for other rea- 
sons than its choice engrnvings, — and let us contemplate Don Quichotte de la Manche, par 
Miguel de Cervantes Saavedra, traduit et annoto par I^ouis Viardot, Vignettes de Tony 
Johannot ; the best translation and notes, adorncd by the highest art, printed on good 
papcr, with excellent type and engaving«, for, g(.>ntle reader, the price of thirty francs. 
This contemplation is a work of supen^rogation, however; all our readcrs eithcr have 
the work or may have it, or at leost have seen it or niay seo it. Let us, thcrefoie, 
when we do come properly to it, confine ourselves to the mode and spirit in which it 
has been illustrated. But it is only onc of Joliannot*s many works. A word, therefore, 
in the first place, about the characteristics and chief excellences of the artist. He has 
two of the choicest attributi'S of genius — variety and fulHlment; the power of embodying 
every subject with bis creative fieucil as he listeth, and of satisfying you of the complete- 
oess of that whioh he intcnded to do, and that being done, it is good. He seems by 
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mt-mif^al to bave ontorinl iuU> thc Rocret soiil of his antliAr, and (o havo cnn^ht liis 

rbiMfLts as tlioy mighc have spnmg froiu tlie brain, aiid Ix-foiv.tlK'y weiv put in worUs. 

Tk' iiii-a bas liocome tho i*oniimiu pn»]K*rty of lM)th. Tbe nutlior lia<l to coiisiii<'r liow 

to bndy it forlh in w<mLs, the artist kas to dcvisc tlie meaiis oi' cxpressiiij' it hy tlie 

gnpUe powcn of hb ficnoiL Tbore is a diffcrcnce bctween Ibctn tif past aiul pn^seiit ;

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COMEDY AND TRAGEDY. 

A9 miKfoiiiinGS do not conie («iiiffle, according to the proverb, so, accordiog to the poct, 
is happin«*» a twin. i'oinedy aua tragedy liave retuiued to the stage together ; spring- 
iop soddonl^ front qiiarters whence we werc least prepared to expect tliem. Thus 
of the üew five-act comedy of " Marriage," ils vcry authorship is «juite a drumatic sur- 
prise, — a delightful comic incidcnt in literature. To Mr. RolK-rt Bell the public have long 
be<fn acciBtonied to look for masterly expositions of the gcnius of the poet and the 
dramati^t; he now teachos ur to expect fn)ni him no less admirable examples of the 
qnalitics be has so cxccllently eriticiscd upon a iuindrcd oecasious. To him wc shonld 
bare tnmed for an' oncrring view of irhat is intellectuai and nnexaggerated in the higher 
Order of C^omie-writing ; for a uiccly distingiiishing cxaniination of tlic points that separate 
l'oogreTC from Yanbrogh, and Wycnerley from Fanjubar ; but the realization of a " vision 
splendid," in the prodoction of scenes not unwurthy of association even ^rith thcirs, and of 
cluractcrs dniwn from natural life, yet speaking the true language of glorioiis Comedy, 
was a noTelty not to be anticipatcd. We are the more thankful for it ; and the more fer- 
vently do we welcome the first dramatic effort of a writer to whom the stagc is destined to 
beeome a lasting debtor. 

Tbe snccess <»f ** Marriage" was never for a moment questionable ; its cxcellencc, as 
Chat rmst of rare works of art, a Comedy, is equally impressed upon tlic mind, whether wc 
see H or read it WhÜe its defects are of comparatitely small iniportniice, as Ihc result of 
inexpmenco in tlic construction of plot, and the distribution of the charactcrs, its cxeel- 
kaecfl are solid and unquestionable. They have a great practical virtue, tlicy tcll^ and 
ahravs by Icgitimate means. We have charactcr admirably discriminatod und yarious— - 
io ViTid, in Pause, in Doubtful — tbcn in Drouk and Raldwin ; but wc have no false con- 
trasCs, DO mere artificial distinctions to force au eifect We have an easy natural flow of 
lingnagf harmonizing with the moral tone of the Kpeakers, but it never binks bclow the 
leri'] of (\imedy, affecting the ludicrous at the cxpense of the natural.

In (»n«- phu-o niight be .secii th«' jngglor perforining all nianuer 
oftrieks; in anothcr place tli«; saltindmnk Iea|>ing throngh a ring, daneiiif^ 
npon a ro]H*, or c-asting Miniersetä to the <lelight of thc |KH.»pIe; in another 
phur \\\v f<H)l or nicrry antb'rw throwing hi.s witticisms abroad right and left, 
Hut Ihr:.«» wer«' oidy aret'^^ories and adjuneti« (»f thc fair, wliieli was, in truth, 
II \\v\'\\\ rtMunicreial niart wln-rr gofMJs and ehattds of nlniost evt»ry kind wvvc 
v\\\\\, froni ronipirtc.luudNTk.s togiiniud rings, pieee.sofeloth, velvet, and bilk, 
tut i of all kliids, hoodd inadc up and ready to be tried on by auy oiie who 
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might covct them, with closps in a neighboui*mg stall to fasten tliem under 
thc chin of the buyer. Then tberc were clothiers of all kinds; men who sold 
boxe« of curious wood for coutaining tbe rai'e manuscript books, one or two 
of which formed a library, and closc by were tbe books to be so contained, 
tlie missal, according to tbe rule of Salisbiiry, or Ilereford, or Lincoln, in its 
magnificent velvet cover, lying cheek by jowl witb a book of ribald songs, 
such as might issue from tbe Parisian pres&^evcn in tbe present days of pru- 
rient literature. Near, was the vender of rieh shoes and boots, with toes that 
varied from each other in every respect but that of being all enormously long; 
some were twisted into the shape of serpents, souie were cui'led iip so as to 
resemble a rain's hörn, some imitated the peaked cap of a professed fool, and 
one pair had double points, with a hook at the end of each. llere, too, were 
boodis displajriog drinking cups of all sorts, sizes, and descriptions, and even 
glasSy then rare and valuable; in another place were gums and spices, and all 
the Stores of the apothecary ; in another were delicate pei*fumes and cosmetics, 
palm oil and ambergris, frankincense and attar of roses, brought by the wan- 
dering merchant from the far East.

It was about the hour of four in the evening, when down the principal 
alley of the fair, with rieh dresses, but hoods so far drawn over their faces 
that thcy scrved the puqwses of masks, came down agay party of both sexes, 
Walking at a rapid pacc, jesting witJi thosc around them, and iudeed with 
every one that they passed, füll of the frolic of the hour, and enjoying the 
mcrry scene to the utmost.

THE PLAY BEHIND THE SCENES. 

BT UBCJUB SAH. 

The twentv-second of Febniary, being the annivenarv of WMhington'i*' birthrlty, 
the American " Military** (volunteers) turn out, both howe and foot, and drag iift«T 
them, in eacb to^-n, two or tbree peces of ordnance, left as legacien by th«« BrItUh 
tfiKijfc» and tbeir auxiliarios, the German», Canadian», and Indiani, aft<T mtw of thilr 
memonible defeat». The manager of the American theatre, Walnut-»tr«et, riillä- 
delphim on the occasion to which I am about to refer, nÜKcd a glorifiun luirv««»t of 
dolun* and cents, by placing an American eaade of immonic tlze <»ver tb«' pn)W!f'nhuii, 
and äeraial trmn!*parencie«"on the exterior. The c»agle wa» well carvtfd and gildod, 
and wa« lirought to the theatre in a wagoo, accompanied by a Und of murio. llie 
transparenci«* were pictures from the lifo of Washington : the fir»t nyrenentinic »»»• 
jw a l«aby in long clothes, nuned by hia mother, the Che§birc fanner ■ wi» : 
^econd he wa» drawn as a youth, '* creeping like »nail unwillingly to scb 
the third, aa a sddier ; and the fourth represented bim a» presidcnt. 
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Tho habit of chewing tobacco and ezpectoratiiig is nowhere to be leen in lo 
ludicruus a light as on the Ainerican stage. I never saw an actor guilty of such an 
indelicacj before an audience ; but the supeniumeraries seem to be all-j^weifiil 
tobacco consumers, and expectorate right and left over the stage, generallj in a sly 
waj, but somctimes i;vith very little ceremony. I noticed this narticularly one night 
during the perfonnance of hichard the Thinl. While Bootn was adc&essing nis 
grand armj, ten or twelve strong — 

** Draw, archere, draw yoor arrows to the head j 
l^ur your prowl coursera hvd, and ride in btood*'— 

the supernumeraries appeared to be preparing for the terrific combat by a general 
clearmg of their niouths ; and Ilichinond*s armj manifested their defianoe of the 
enemy hy the same preliminary Clearing fbr action. 

It is very amosing to hear in an American pit the observations of natives on tfaa 
character and Performance of the dramatic Richard the Third ; to be gravely asked if 
the klng of England walked the streets dressed in the same costume as that wom by 
Booth, when playing the usurper ;* to see a native in ecstacies at the soliloquies of 
Bichurd, and continually exclaiming *^ Capital ! first-rate — no mistake ! Ah !— it*8 a 
fact — ^no two ways about that ! he goes the.whole fignre — that*s like Jackson ! — wbai 
tyrants these kings must be !" (%ie of Üie oaricatores of President Jackaon rapra- 
senteil bim as the " crook-back'd tyrant," in regal costume, with the motto, ** Fli be 
in men's despite a monarch ! Let those who fear the Monster Bank^ forgive ; — blows 
and revenge for mc !" 

It was on the evening altuded to, that I determined to take advantage of the 
manager s permissbn to walk behind the scenes. I arrivcd early, before the coitain 
was doicn^ or the audience admitted, and the stage lamns merely *' paled an ineffectual 
firc/* On the stage there were an Irishman, who haa dubbed himself " Spa^^letti, 
the posture-master, and who commenced a terrific broad-sword combat *^ of eight and 
six,* f with Mr. Winnerbag, the Indian Yankee actor, and a Mr. Nottingham, who 
was studying the part of Buckingham with great gesticulation. Mr. Winnerbag, in 
a tone of^regret, said he was sorry, for m^ säe, that he would be unable that evening 
to get up a scalping frolic ; Spagnoletti mquired if I had ever been in the Theatre 
Royal, Ilawkins-street, Dublin ; and Mr. Nottingham observed that, as there would 
be a f\ill house, to see Mr. Cobarn, in King Dick, he intended to demand three rounds 
of applause for the concluding lines of bis part^of Buckingham : — 

" Jast heaven 1 in smites look down, 
; And sec this tyrant tumbUntp from his throne ; 
Hb fall uumoum*d»^and bloody as my own !" 

'^ Nottingham,'' said Mr. Winnerbag, ^* liere's a gentleman, now, that can have no 
lynching preju^^cT. I'll 1)et you a levy, down on the nail next Saturday, that he 
convenes to me on the howliug ti^r question.'* 

" It's a clincher," replied Nottingham. " Let the gentleman sit in the prompter'! 
chair. Now, sir — " 

" Here lot me exemplify," said Winnerbag. " This !Mr. Nottingham has almost 
a beautiful speech iii the afterpieoc. He has to rush to the lights, and roar out — 

•• • Ile's likc a tiper, howling for his prey I* 

It's very hard up<»n me ; / don't get such a line as that once a season, or it'd be the 
making of me, it would. I'd gc>t all fired applause for it — that*s a fact Nottingliam 
does it considerable smart-, and gets one rouitd^ and no more ; but if / had it, and 
they didn't tear up the benches with enthu^iasm, then I'm a horse's godfather. Have 
you Seen Nottingham play the part of Hogu, sir ?'* 

I replied in the affirmative. 

" Then you've seen him do it to the top of bis bent, and no mistake ; and he 
needn't repeat it. Now, sir, I'll just shew you, with my coat off, the effect / would 
produce ; it's quite a caution." .; 

The Indian comodian here suited the action to the word, took off hb coat, and re- 
tircd to the wings, but findiiig his l)oots too heavy, he »toope<l, and threw oft' those

Hi» attitude at O. P. was immense : no man of woman bom conld look more like 
an American leopard or Bengal tiger howling for his prey ; bnt the prodig^ons 
effort exhaosted him, and his voice, when he inquired how I liked his styie, ^* piped 
and whistled in the sound." 

A nigger, loaded with stage dresses, here came on with *' The manoga send a 
eomidiments, an' say a respecfully thank the genelmen not make such a d — noise." 

Tiie prompter tben made his appeanince, and ordered the men ^* in the flies to let 
down tne rag/* or curtain ; and immediately after, the doors being opened, the inde- 
pendent Citizens came rashing into the hoose, which thev soon filled, as a ßnrrey 
manager would say, ^* to sofTocation." Three cheers were mimediately given for the 
hnn gilded eagle over the prosceniom, and a call made for all the national airs — 
** Hau Columbui,'' " Yankee Doodle," and " Washington's March." The prompter 
directed the carpenten to *^ set the first act/' pulled a bell-handle ^-ith *' lights up" 
engraved on it, and shortly after kicked the ^^ call-boy/* and told him to announce 
** ieGond mnsic" to the green-room. Winnerbag invited me into his dressing-room, 
where he was preparing to fignre as the Lieutenant of the Tower and the Ehike of 
Norfolk. Ricnmond, King Henry, and two others, were also closeted in thb 
apartnient. 

** Taflor," Said the Indian Duke of Norfolk, ** what dress am I to go on in ?" 
** Why don't you say act in f *' intorposed the Earl of Richmond. 
** He doesn*t act, but he goes on," civillv explained King Henry. 
" Ton wear the same dress as usual, sir.

The partition between the 
Fooma is thin, and we can hear the manager enter, and very respectfully inquire if 
the play may coocmience — for Mr. Cobam b a great star, and, as Richard, he b 
determmed to be eveiy inch a monarch.

Here is ooe of the finesl cnainels in the wortd — finer we never rcmeinber to bare » 
it is Ihe portnül of Ethelreda, Visconntess Townahend, and ig tfac work of Ziacke, after 
Vaoloo. Nothing cid exceed the beaulj nf the pünling. or the exnuisite taste with which 
it is »et in a trame of enamel flowers in relief. There are also by Zincke. t«o miniator«« 
in eniunel of Sir Robert Walpole and his Erst wife, both eiquiaiteiy (iniiihed and mounlad. 
The nanies of HiUiard, of the Olivers, of Petilol, of Cooper, of Liatard, and other cttle- 
brated tainiature paintfrs affix a volue to ihis cabineC which must be sought in Tain 
elsewbere. Of th*sc we can mention only. Sir Kenelm Digby. by Pelcr Oliver; ih«

Petitot ; the latter in a locket of blue ennmel upon gold, with the erown and initiols CR.,

Oliver, bearingthis inrsciptioo — "Ano Dihi 1608; Cialis gnte ii " — he is dresa« 
white, with a high lace ruff, and wears the Order of the Carter, a hat and plume of fe 
thers 1 James the Second, when Duke of York, by Petitot ; Robert Devereiix. Eari _ 
Esaex, by Isaac Oliver; Queen Eliiabetli, and Lady Arabella Stuart, by Hilliai4{ 
Cowley. the poet, an easmel by Zincke ; Monk. Uuke of Albemarle. a very Gdc m' ' 
tare-, Catherine of Arragon, the first wift of Henry the Eighth, by Holbein; Tbl 
Howard, Duke of Norfolk, by Sir Antonio More i Waller, the poet, and Lord ■" 
by Cooperi Isaac Oliver, bj' lumaelf ; and Liotard, by himself, also. Bnt wc mal 
Ihia catato^oe of oames, wbich can convey no idea of the adniirable originala.

But we aay i 
imposgible tbat any man csn derive such true and 
perradiog deliaht ftom the lyric drama, as Ihr ii 
divJdual vho, like ourtelTea, takes bis Beat öfter 
weeh of mental labour, to Bnrreoder himself lo tt _ 
encbiintment of tbe sceoe and Ihe bealing inSuenccs 
of Music upoD Ibe overwrougbl brain. We confeu 
tbat Time hsR, in Bome sorl, robbt'd us of our 
relish for all otber tbealrical rcpruentalions — slike 
for gorgeoDS Iragedy and Cb« cumedy »f "it and 
frnce — of life and mannen ; hut Bliil «• bail vitb 
undiminiahed detight tbe lyric drsuia, a* il pnioecd« 
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For a number of yean past we have bad in Loodon tlie oppoctmihy of ajoyiiw 
this oor fiiToorite amosement to tomethiiig apfRoaching nearly to perfeetioD. "VVe 
have had the best siogera in Eorope, aod oocaaooally aome of the best mosie: in 
snccessioQ we bave hetud Pasta, Sontag, Malibnui, Griai, — ^the qüieens of long ; Don- 
zelLi, Rubini, tbe accomplished Tamborini, the astonishing LaUache. As a manager, 
Importe was eamest and enterprising ; and the freqnenten oi tbe Opera haTe good 
reason to hold bis memory in hoooar. Another now mies in his sind ; and, mm 
what has been already done, we see good poonds to bope that he will, as an emirt' 
prenneur, tread worthily in the footsteps of hu predecessor, while we are led to anti- 
cipate more of novelty, alike in vociüists and in the lyric repertory, than we have 
lately been accnstomed to. The season has eommenced with a new opeia, and a new 
coUection of principal singen ; the tenor, Cario Goasco, has been eminently soccecBfaL 
Although the opera chosen for his debat has little in Donixetti*s mosic to reeommend 
it, and although the story is absurd and the UbreUo nnintelligible, Gnasoo fbond means 
to display considerable histrionic powers ; his roice b an organ of good oompass snd 
extreme richness, and his style of singing is of the first order of merit : there can be 
no doabt he must prove a most valuable accession to our stage, and that lugh triumpha 
await bim in better parts. There is no originality in Donixetti's oompositions — äie 
same phrases occur in every one of them, and some how or other, as to the instmmen- 
tation, we never can divest oarselves of the notion that the uiaetiro has, in point of 
fact, composed for amilitary band, and not for an orchestra. The first woman, Moltini, 
has been successfiü also, though not qoite to the same extent with Gnasco : her TOinl 
powers are not of the first order; still, however, the voice is good, the strle correet 
and pleasing, and, as the lady is yet in her yonth, we may hope for better uings firom 
her hereafler — we are mnch mistaken, indeed, if she have not greatercapabilities as an 
actress than she has yet exhibited. The bass, Santi, wants flexibility, and, if we nught 
use the phrasc, brightness of tone ; there is no relief — ^his notes &U in utter shadow 
upon the harmony. 

^ Giselle,** a bullet, which has recently charmed Paris, has been brooght out in 
excellent costume — all down to the humblest accessories is in perfect keeping. Perrot 
is as light and vigorous as ever. Carlotta Grim has improved wonderfully — she is now, 
in trutb, a most charming dancer and actress ; her impersonation of the hennne de« 
serves, for its grace, delicacy, and tmthfnlness, the very highest praise. In short, a 
ballet better put upon the stage and performed it has rarely been our lot to witness. 

Mdlle. La Fleury, from the Academie Royale, has been introduced to these boards: she 
is a very pretty woman and a promising dan*euse ; the defect at present yisible in her 
daucing is want of apUmb — this, we have no doubt, will be supplied by time and practice. 



MELANGE OF THE MONTH, DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL. 

The ** Ides of March " always exercise a discouraging inflaence over music and the 
drama. During tbis month both are fonnd to be in a most unsettled condition. The 
storm of Dovelty, which breaks over the theatrical world alter Cbristmas, has snbsided 
into the cal tuest of calms, for the energy of managers is expended behind the scenes, 
in raising a tempest of ** extraordinary effects" for Easter. Though the Opera opens, 
and the Philharmonie, Ancient Concerts, &c., commence, yet their first Performances 
aregencrally languid and spiritless, beinglookied upon as preludes merely, to "play in" 
the great Continental artists who are afraid to cross the Channel tili the equinox is over. 

At Drury Lane, success has prevented the production of anytÜng more novel than a 
revival of ** No Sk)ng no Supper,'* which has served to dismiss the crowd merrily after 
^ Gisippus ;** whilst an exceedingly agreeable and clever dramatic aneodote, m two 
acts, by Jcrrold, called ** The Prisoner of War," settles down the fever of r^itnre, 
which few can fkil of feeling after seeing and hearing ^ Acis and Galatea." That en- 
chanting operetta has not lost one degree of attraction bv firequent repetition. The 
Easter holiday-keepers are to be astonished, we hear, with a new edition of ** Mac- 
beth," got Qp in a style of musical and scenic splendonr never before attempted. 
Mr. Rodwell, one of our most pleasing melodists, has also announced a mnucal after- 
piece, called the " Students of Bonn. 

The serious misfortunes in the department of Comedy which happened to Covent 
Garden before Jerrold's success with ** Bubbles of the Day," induced the management 
of that theatre to do what we persisted they would be compclled — naroely, to tum atten- 
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tion to Opera and the old masters. Determined to follow this plan to the letter, ** Comus" 
has been revived, and into it a pot pourri of old mosic, introdoced ftom. the revered 
score« of Handel and Purcell, and the justly forgotten ones of Arne. The ^ect of this 
medlej engrafted upon Milton's exquisite masque, (mutilated by Omission«, and en- 
cumbered with interpolations,) is far from pleasing. The pieoe presents a succession 
of gorgeoas scenes, mroogh which Milton's simple, inartificial story — never intended 
for any such elaboration — ^but faintly glimmers. Each piece of music is introduced 
wlthout an^ reference to the fable ; for the simple reason, that throughout its progress, 
in the original, there is but little opportunity for the addition of vocal embellishment 
Hence the thread of interest continually breaks, and the whole thing has exactly the 
effect of the ** Miscellaneous Acts," which used to form part of the Lent Oratorios, 
had they been embellished with " new scenery, dresses, and decorations.*' 

Nor does the execution of the opera compensate for its motley character. The pon- 
derous bat expressive ** frost scene" of Purcell is thrust into it ; and it is easy to con- 
ceive the effect produced when performed bjr a gentleman who, for a bass, sings so 
exceedingly smaU as Mr. Stretton. ^ Mr. Harrison, too, with his cold Yoice and pas- 
sionless manner, plays Comiu, and sin^ the bass Bacchanal, ** By the gaily circling 
glass," transposed for a tenor voice, with all the nerve and spirit of a leamer prac- 
tising the sol/eggio, Two of the performers, however, save the masque trom entire 
condemnation. Leffler, by his excellent Performance of VAUegro, and Madame Vestris, 
by every note she sings, and every attitude she falls into. Never was the part of a 
syren so completely realized I 

This change, from the vapid prettinesses of Mercadante and Bellini to the solid 
harmonies of Purcell and Handel, was a wide step, and Mozart has since been made 
to intervene as a sort of connectins link ; this month being chiefly si^alized by the 
production of an English edition of Mozart's entire opera of the " Mamageof Figaro." 
The heroine, SuzoMna, was allotted to Miss Adelaide Kemble, and the cognegcenti were 
OD the tiptoes of conjecture and expectation to see how the heroine of lyrical tragedy 
wonld deport herseif in comedy. They were not a whit disappointed. Quiet, nnpre- 
tending, yet slily homorous, Miss Kemble adds to Suzanna a charm the part has not 
hitherto possessed on the English stage, which is a ^rfect mastery of all the pecu- 
liarities of the music, if we except a very little sinnm^, of which Miss Kemble was 
here and there guilty, by cutting up the fine undulatmg flow of some of the leffato 
passages with little Italian ** graces which sometimes sounded very nngracefully in 
Mozart. Otherwise, nothing can be more delightful than Miss Kemble*s Performance 
of this music. Madame Vestris's Pcige affords subject enouffh in the way of criticism 
for a volume. Her rieh contr*alto tones blend beauüfuUy with the voices of her 
operatic companions, the Suzanna and Countus^ (Miss Rainforth.) Mr. Leffler plays 
Figaro ^th the maximnm of animal spirits ; but Mr. Stretton performs Atmamva as 
M, instead of being a count, he were a brigand. The rest of the performers did 
unusually well, except the band, which is too loud in accompauiment, and the altos 
and tenors of the chorus, who screamed to the top of their vent the night we heard 
them. Still, despite all defects, the Covent Garden managers deserve £e thanks of 
every lover of music for the justice they have at length done to Mozart's hitherto 
mutilated opera. The only ** Easter offering" to their holiday patrons they have put 
forth, is a piece of metrical fairyciogy^ cftlled the *' White Cat" 

The manager of the Haymarket coutinaes to thrive ** a prosperous gentleman*' if we 
may judge from his parting speech at the close of the Haymarket season ; which, like 
the denouement of a sentimental comedy, has been brought to a happy dose by 
" Blarriage." The new season will be commenced by Mr. C. Kean and his wife, n^ 
Ellen Tree. A new performer will also be introduced to London audiences, whom 
report has been loudly praising. He is known to provincial fame as Mr. H. HolL 

The first Philharmonie meeting of the season has a charm for us beyond the music 
promised in the programme — that of again seeing the ** old &miliar" — to say nothing 
of the young and lovely — fiices of the subscribers. It is pleasant even to behold the 
confratemity of musicians ; and as they gradually appear in the orchestra aud take their 
seats, one is possessed with all the feeUog, without the reality^ of shaking hands wiüi 
them. The first chord that was Struck on Monday night, was a true symbol of con- 
cord, in spite of the sharp seventh, and everybody was sood-natured ftom first to last, 
mavgre Lindpainter*s terrible overture, pertly named ** Faust," which exhibits a great 
deal more pretension than as a composition it fulfils. Miss Kemble displayed a strong

" Your present will serve to remind me of you, Aga,*' said be; " but you 
must allow me to make you one in return. It is not so beautiful, nor iulaidt 
as yours is, witb prayers in golden cbaracters; but no prayer, no cuii*ass, can 
witbstand tbe edge of tbis dagger." 

Mulla-Nur tben laid a silver ruble on tbe brancb of a tree, and at one stab 
tbe coin feil in two pieces on tbe ground. 

It is very certain tbat I did not lose by tbe excbange; for, independent of 
tbe real wortb <^ tbe dagger, to be in possession of one tbat bad belonged to 
so celebrated a bandit, was no sligbt tbing to boast of. 

Tben Mulla-Nur, witb a deep sigb, took up bis own gun, and said— • 

'* Tbis is tbe occasion of all my misfortunes and all my crimes. I inbe- 
rited it firom my fatber as a boly family beir-loom> and bcdy it bas ever been 
to me." 

He seemed animated witb ncw lifc as be gloated on bis treasure, and 
stroked witb bis band tbe glittering Damascus barrel. 

It so bappened tbat on tbe opposite side of tbe river a little gray bii'd was 
boppiug on a wbite stone. Tbe creature caught the eye of Mulla-Nur. He 
immediately levelled bis picce, fired, and tbe bird feil beadless. 

Witb a self-saliafled air be looked at me, and tben at tbe gun, and said 
witb a voicc tbat trembled witb emotion — 

'' Yes, tbis gun is dearer to me tban tbe blood tbat bas been sbed for it. 
It bas cost manj^ tbeir lives; but me more tban life — ^my fortune; more tban 
my fortune — my country — my father-land." 

These words wcrc füll of deep agony — an agony tbat Struck on my beart, 
like the roar of a Hon in a rocky cavem; his dboked-up migbty feelings 
chafed, raged in his breast, inflamed lüs look, and distorted his featurcs. 

Is your life a secret, Mulla-Nur?" I inquired, witb a look of sympathy. 
No; tbe only tbing tbat is secret in tbis world is our own soiü. Dark 
as may be tbe night tbat sbrouds murder, day will dawn on it. Tbe leaves of 
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thc forest in their moanings oomplain of our mudeeds; die dep^ia of tlie se» 
open and give back the treasnrcs which pirates have coosigoed to tibem; the 
very grares tliemschres hidc not crimes, and thc chamel bears worma as 
avengers. What is there that shall not onc daj be revealed ? In the nouj 
bazaar is of^en buzzod about what has bei*n brcathed in whispeia or bat Ütt 
aspiration of one*8 own spirit. But for me, mj life is no myateiy. Everjr 
cliild in Ruba can relatc to jou the crimeä and adventorcs of MuDa-Nnr. 
MuUa-Nur mnidered his uncle and fled into the moontains. That is the 
main secret of my life. It is no calumnj; it is too tme. Who that hean 
would not condenin me ? And to these accusations what have I to anawer ? 
Only thi8. SpUt my head; and what will be found therein to throw light on 
my misdeeds ? Tear the heart from my side, and who will discover what led 
me to mnider ? Herein lies my justification. We are but the slavea of fate, 
of destiny; and yet it is painful to me to think of all, to relate all, that 
passes within me — more torturing still to draw the barb firom the wouiid — but 
it is impossible to leave it there." 

His head sunk upon his breast, and he gasped kmg and deeply. I gaced 
on him with pity, and did not venture, by unseasonalÄe questions, to distorb 
the saeredness of his silence. 

At iength he roused himself as if awakcning from a deep trance, looked 
about him, and fixing on me his dark, eloquent eyes, said — 

'* I will iinwind bcfore you my heart." He related then the prindpal 
events of his history. 

At first his discourse ^as directed to mo;' but, as he grew more ani- 
mated, and lost himself in the storm of his emotions, his narrative changcd 
into a soliloquy — a confessional — a lament. He seemed to have forgotten 
that I was present. 

Was it somc internal force, some neces^ity, some iropulse of his soul, that 
compelled him to free his pasöion-glowing heart from its trammels.

Tlierc is a holy tributc which the innocent sufferer, no less than the 
greatest criminal, pays — it is, confes&ion. 

I am quile unequid to the task of roaking intelligible Mulla-Nur's. Much 
of it I did not thoroughly understaud; more has escaped my memory. But 
no words could do justice to the magic of the truth of thc feelings that 
fiashed from his dark soul, heightened, as thcy were, by thc wild and 
terrible in nature that marked the spot wherc, speU-bound, I listened to his 
appalling revelations. 

Meanwhile, the strcam had subsided.

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THE FATAL JEST. 

AN HUNOARIAN TRADITION. 
BT MISS PASDOE. 

Tue Count Caspar Zeredy was onc of the most powerful Hungaiian nobles of the 
sixteenth Century. Devoted to the house of Austria, and honourcd bj a command of 
great importance in their army, which he had held from an early age, and of which 
he had rendered himself worthy hy a hundred acts of hcroism, he was enabled to 
redeeni much of the evil which had been wrought by Zapolya and bis aDies, the 
Turks, and had been recompensed by hi» princely inasters with broad lands and rieh 
possessions. 

But Zeredy for a time ^peared to be utterly careless of bis immense wealth — he 
thought oiily of fanie, he toiled only for con<iue»t ; ever in the van of danger, and 
seldom unsuccessful, his name l)ecanie a watchword of victory, and to seire ander bis 
banncr an advantage eagerly sought after by the younger nobles of the countiy.

A GOSSIP <VBOUT UOHACE WALFOLE. 

Tmkui w4a uo Spot iif gruuni], probably, anywbcre that would hixve ko exKÜy Blüte 
thr tattes <if Horace Walpole u Stramberry Hill. It hod impruvable tapsUliües — it 
bod memiiriee of ibt ovta — it was in a sU>t'kA ncishbourhood — it was surroundcd hy 
thiL-ay cclcbritiES, in tbe way of acquaintauct» — it was & sott of modern antique — 
»i>l it w« within an hoiir's drive, or Ihereabouts, of I^ndon. ITiia kbs precbely 
wlutt Wa1|M]c desired. Ile liked to be within reach of thc ct.-ho«s of towii, and to bo 
ahlc tu ^t iiito th« cnish at a »bort notice. As Ui thc coimtry, he had nu tnie 
pantoD tat it. Perhaps it inay be doubtcd whether he hod a tnie pnraion für uny- 
thing ; and whcthcr tho utmottt indolgencc of bis gcnius, or bis aiTcctiuns, in any 
dirmrtion, ercr cxtended beyond a wu/ifon. 

Strawberrj Hill fitte<l him also in anuther puint of vIcw. It was'ainall. A laive 
fiUi» wDuldnare brwildered him ; a small one uETordcd him endlcas prct«xt& for the 
FJiiTcise of his inn-nnity. rrpciscly in proportion aa he was {änchräl for rooin, his 
bitcDtton expcuided. And sce what wondernil tblngs hc did with a few ou'fs, njid a 
liny vUlo. llir conjared up a vision of conventuol architeeture, a chapel, doisters, a 
G-Hluf cuüe, witb UivcTi and pUinacles sliouting uu tliruugh the «tartk-d woods, and 
• •«(•Bp of rerdare sprinkled with tlumps of noble trits, bruken liy minty walks, 
>ach >s had not tben heoa setu in England, except, perhats, nt liuugbUin, ur at 
Popv's grounds, or Ui^iicral Donner'a gorden at Roiuhöin. l'hia niethiio of laying 
out Kniunds waa, at that tlme, a novclty jiut oa sträng as if a man wcrc to f^ f> 
ixHirt in his uwn hoir. Thu trees uwd to bc cutintoquiiJcuuxFS,i.'aat<of amis,aiidall 
manntr of form^ «hape«. Tliere osed to lic arlwurs and partem's and lerraecs and 
«uianwr houMis, but all minted olT Ihini tbu name die, and aa like cadi ae twn 
ffuincos — and bore almut as cl'we a resemhUnce, loo, to natnre. When Seijcant 
Rite drops the broad piece into the hond of tho down he ii> about to onjitt, Üiv iMMir 
&lt<iw Imka st tbe bnght thin^ witli niiuxi-mttit, aiid tlion burst.s out with a " i'he 
wotxiprful works of Natiu« 1" 'Vlw Bainc f);r.'laniatiiiii mijrht huve bem uttercd, with 
tbi> i«iiiu appropriBteness, at tho lirst siglit nf oii>; of llie old ^'ardcns. T)ic tnuuilion 
ii olmost inertidiblo lo Walptilp's pktuivsjiiie improvL'iiitiiU-. Fiuicy Mrs. Chencvix, 
the fbinous " tinr-woman," calkil lo life, and drupped under the Windows of tbe 
Kilkrv, in the ahelter of the grcnt cluislcr. Slie ecrtninly would nuvcr have reii)- 
Ifliisml the dim ficlda and dusby pathb nherc slie and Pore Courayer, in the cool of 
IIm' »wart evmingK, used to ilJsciiurst- about Frc-ncb lhcol')gy and ixM'kinff-borsrs. 

In taking Strawberry Hill, Walpole lad the satisÜLction of liaving Franklin, tha 
Printer nf the Craftsraan, as a tenanL Franklin wont with the Gxtures, in one iif the 
oat-bnilding«, where, through the very su|^gesbvenc«s of the araociation of ideaii, 
Wolpulv afU-rwards c»tabli«hcd a private pnnting-prcs». Lookbig hack upon thwse 
triMing liukH of penHiual meinorabilia, at thb dislance of lime, one is apt to suspfct 
that tni>y hail some inAuence apon Walpule ; that titey lurked at the boltom of winie 
1^ his octlnnii, für, uf all men, he was the man to work ont grcat eflVcU (by eompoii- 
sMi) fmm littlc csiues. He took the house ftom hin. Chenevix, wbii kept a tov-wio|i ; 
■Dil imuiMliatelycet alwut Converting it into Btorioaity-muBcuia! Uetouudlranklui 
ua tl>i> premLwa, and he st't up a printing'pi'pw ! 

But It wasaplewuuit tliing lo lind old {Kilitieol aniniosities thus inergcd in ■ social 
Convention, and tlie feudi of the fkllier concclled luider a leaac from the miii. Pcr- 
hapa thei* was a little pride, ton, in queation ; für Walpole was an cnthuaiast alwrat 
hb fythrr, and was not sorry, proliably, to have an oppörtunity of exereinng n litllo 
mwnaiiiiDity toword* poor Franklin, wbo Iiad boen imprisoned moTe than mm für 
PnU«ner'« atUcks on Bir ilolicrt. Perhfvpn he may have Diet bim of a luonilng m 
tlw road-sidi', and liowed to hiui — IL inarvollous stretcb of tnagiianimity fVom Kuraco 
Walpolu to Itichard Franklin. Even in ttiot bnw, howover, tbcru was a silciit treaty 
of peaoe ntid gracioui oct of ohlivion, whieh wa« quite as inui'h an tvukl have b-"- 
Tvawiuhly Dxperti'd ; eonsidtring Ihat tbu houso of Üriurd lia<l fallen frow il« h 
ntate Hincc tbe days nf prusocutloii, and that it thun>fure requirud ntdilioMl Ir*^ 
to Mutün it« artüicial dignity.

He wantod all his moncy for his baubles : a coUector lives only in thc 
wuuu. ! f^ ineus skill — hc docs not want thc mcn themsclvcs; tliat would be too 
filM.i^'v'' a luxury. Wa]]K>lc avows that hc did not care al)out authors — ^he only 
kaua^wl nft<>r tlieir'^hooks ; and whcn the books were coUectcd, and thc busts, and thc 
|M#* li :mK. he was wont occasionally to givc a grand dinner, or a grander breakfast, to 
iL >rmnri ljricn<b, in thc midst of his curiosities, to show off hLs £uiery, and to drink in 
iL'.- rtatterics of thc gcncnds, oarls, and ladies of blood, who camc to scc his miraculous 
i"i«tlp. And thia was the wholc use Horace Walpolc condesccnded to recognise in 
thp exiütvncc of thc ix)ct, thc painter, or the statuary. 

It wuuld bc bv no mcans reasonable that men of fortunc should bc requircd to 
entertain men of genius, or to contributc to sustain thcm by patronage in any form. 
Mobüdy had a right to complain of Walpolc*» habits in this re8i>ect ; but whcn a man 
boiUli» up a staring singulanty for himsclf, by hcaping togethcr all the spccimens hc 
tan procore of the works of genius, hc voluntarily draws upon himsclf thc cyes of thc 
literary world, and must abido thc consc<]ucnces. Had Walpolc not l)cen a collector, 
a writer, a critic, a novelist, or a dramatist, (for, constant to nono, he dabblcd in 
afanoat all flepotmcnts of aothorship, including history, biography, poetry, and fiction,) 
he wouki bave been irresponsiblc ror doing what he likcd with his dinners and his 
dmnpagnc conversation. As it was, hc provoked sarcasm and ill-will. l)ut, in sol>er 
seriouuiesis his heart, to usc an cxpression of his own, was too apt to ovcrflow tii- 
wmrdljß with pmdencc. 

There wa«, insome prominent points, a striking similitudc betwccn Iloracc Wal- 
pole and poor Sir £gerton Brydges. Tlic rcscmblancc only stopi)cd short at thc 
mTer vigilance and selfishncss of thc former. Walpole had a ncw title in his fainil v, 
Bkydges an oW one ; and thcrc was, so far as their nubility was concemod, exactiy 
the mne «tifference bctween thcm as thcrc is l)etwccn jicrt, now-fangle<l pridc, and 
staid, old family dignitv. To be sure, in Brydges' case thcrc was a littlc cxccss of 
energy, and a'restless, horrcnt scnsibility on the pf»int, arising out of poouliar circum- 
stanoes ; bat, in the main, he liad a tone of anccstry alnrnt him that could not Ix; mis- 
taken. Theo thcy both had a passion for printing-prcsses ; but if thc moasurc of 
their judgment i« to Iw taken by the works scvcrally printed at Jah} Priory and Straw- 
berrv Hill, thc balance is lanrcly in favour of thc former. Thc Obligation» conft-rrwl 
on English literature by Sir Egerton Brj'dges arc really very considcrablc ; Walpole 
conferred nonc. The Ceruura Lileraria äonc is worth morc than thc wholc ot the 
prodnctions of the Strawberry l'rcss. 

A man so shut up as Walpolo was, could not «'xpect to cscapc ralunmy, whciicver 
his condnet suggestcd thc »light<*st excusc for it. Thc capricc with which hc tn»ate<l 
Chattertnn was tortured into cruelty, and thc suicide of that " ing«Mii«ius youtli" was 
kid at his door, although it did not takc place for two ycars aftor Walix>lc^ had hail 
anything to do with lüm. Thc wholc facts of thc cast» wert» thesc : — Chatt«'rton 
havinff oonceived the dcwigii of the Kowley forgcric», and cxccutt?d somc of thcm, 
kwked alioat for a soft-hcadcfl patron. Walpc»lc\H notoricty as a ouri<wity-huntcr 
pointed hbn out as thc verv person in all thc world most likcly to bc casily innKwed 
npoD. Chatterton was (fuite right in the spcculation, so far as thc facility of imiN«i- 
tion went ; but wrong in calculating upon making any moncy of it. Walpole was 
flattered by Chatterton*s communication, cnclosing somc of thc falnricatcd sjwcinicns ; 
and in the first g^h of his vanity at having l>een 8elccte<l as th(* ronfidcntial dciNwi-

The erents of the reign of the last two Georges are vividlj related ; the düBcnhj mar 
be easily imagined. It is not so easj for the rcnder to conceiye the enrioos reaearch whidi 
the notes displaj ; they are many and interesting ; fit accompaniments to the historj thej 
illnmine. Tbe book is a Book for Erer^body. 

A tme love-storj is a story that speaks for itself, interpretlng its own joys and sorrowi 
intelligibly to all ; and althoogh there be bat one Single leaf-blotting tear left in one't 
dry natare. oat it is sure to £op on the pages of sach a tale. Bat ** Sir Henry Ddmi: 
a Lore- Story,"* (the title of two neat, light London-looking Tolames before ns») 
may seem to demand a word of explanation, and this is readily sapplied by the woid 
** Sidney" on the title page ; the Tolumes are the product of Austnüia ! the pubUsher ii 
Evans of ** Oeorge-street,** and the work is printed at the ** Herald Office.** In Aastraha, 
everytbing natural is wondcrfuUy unlike every tbing natural elsewhere ; but no such pecu> 
liarity appertains to a Sidney pnnting press, which perfonns its functioos vith as mach 
cleamess, elegance, and exactitnde, as thongh it flourished in tbe Ticinity of Charing 
Cross. The aathor*s tone and subjects are in conftirmity with this European principle of 
printing rather than with any wild, aboriginal, out-of-the-way style of story, to be picked 
up in " the bush ;** there is nothing about tbe loves of the kangaroos in this work. We 
bare but a momentary glimpse of Australia, in the last scene but one, where tbe hero of 
the Story, Sir Henry Delme, is seeking balm for bis love-wounds in the study of the 
ornithorynchus and a coUection of marsupial aoatomies ; but the chief scencs of the tale 
are in England, adomed with smart, sportive, animated sketches of fashionable dinners 
and musical parties ; — in Malta, in Naples, in Bologna, where we have apostrophes in pro- 
fusion to tbe mighty manrels of art, eloquent dcscriptions of extcmol nature,and incidcnts 
of trayel related in a style that can nevertire— for every thing in this story is introdnced on 
-vrbat is called the '* touch-and-go" principle, including even the hearts of the principal 
characters — nay, their vcry existences — so quick ly does death foUow in tbe footsteps of loye. 
Of two brothers, one is the idol of a beautiful and devoted Greek girl, wbom he follows to 
tbe toitib the instant he has rendered atonement to her by making her bis wife ; the other, 
more jealous of bis family honour, hesitates to wed a poriionless beanty until he finds too 
late that the seeds of decay are in her bosom and the sting of remorsc in bis own. There is 
a third pair of loTcrs, however, wbom we leave surrounded by the best of all possible 
Company, a group of smiling, rosy, romping children. But it is not so mach for the 
characters, although gracefuUy drawn — nor for their fate, although it is touchingly told — 
that the rcader will care so much, perhaps, as for the easy and sometimes brilliant pictures 
of Society, the poctical aspirations, and tender yct eamest sentiment, that are Ubenüly 
diffused over these agreeable yolumes. We have heard the work attributed to Major 
Cbristie, who bolds, or held, an official Situation in Sidney. 

Amongst the books of poetry is a yolume, entitled " Solitudet and other Poems" by 
Mb. George Winofield. It contains scvcral imaginative and graceful poems, shewing 
that the writer is in no small degree a raastcr of bis own tongue, and has songbt bis in> 
spirations at the true fountains — namely, those that have supplied the intellectual thirst of 
mankind under the auspices and at the stroke of the old Grecian prophets. 

We have to acknowledge No. I. of the " London University Magazine" a publication 
undertaken, we believe, by a knot of youthful aspirants to literary renown — a mark which 
some of thera are likely enough to attain — in especial, the author of the spirited transla- 
tions of " The Fisber*' and " Rechberger,'* and of the able and high-toned sketch of 
Sir Philip Sidney. The " Letters of Ismene" are also conccived and exccutcd in the best 
ctassical spirit. This writer must distingoish himself. Farne is within bis grasp. There is 
grcat fresbness and force about the whole Magazine ; and the only papcr to which we object, 
and which hanf^ like a millstone about the neck of the others, is the lengthy and stupid 
articie on ** Childc Harold and the Excursion." Such criticism is as much out of date 
as f^nt Af nittce. Byron will never be deposed for Wordsworth, whatever the idolaters of 
may think. 
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An excellent map of Affghanistan, accompanied by a pamphlet, affording eyery Infor- 
mation as to the country, has jast been published by Mr. Wtld, of Cbaring Gross, and 
will be pecaliarly acceptable at the present moment

It IS v\ uloutly tho cnit»»r v4' aii oxtinot voleano, about half filled with water of peculiar 
tmn>jwi\uov. ' This liquid mim^r is frame«! bv a sort of comice of ]a\'a rocks, wbich 
lu\o fnUon Vn^in tho sunvninding boight*.

lys Si> : fearful are the commotions within the breast of the bean- 
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tifal kke, and deadly and dangerous ig it, bejond all that was ever known of ocean 
or of river. Not a boat dares to venture on its waters ; not a sul evcr breaks the 
monotoDoua beanty of its deceptive calmness ; for in the midst reigns a wbirling and 
bdiling abjss, which would instantly swallow up the imprudent mariner who dared 
approach it. 

If anj one is bold enough to cast a stone into the black gulf bejond the clear 
borders, a hollow sound is heard, the waves risc higher and higher, and preeently a 
tempest bursts forth of hideous violence : rocks, mountains, waters, and skies, are 
oonfounded in one frightful commotion ; shrieks, howlings, and roarin^ voiees, tear the 
echoes, and the villagers below tremble ; for thej know that the Spint of Lake Pavin 
has been insulted, and is taking bis revenge.

Thi conrts of justice in the United States are condactcd accordiog to the American ideas 
of repnblicanism — the Separation of the colonrcd people of all shades from the ** whites,** 
and a total absence of pa^antry. There are no svmbols of authority placed hefore the 
jndge, no gowns and no wigs. The absence of tbe latter may be considered a decided im- 
provement on the antiquated English practice in tbis respect ; bat there are few English- 
men wbo woald not prefer seeing the jadges drcssed in some appropriate costame when 
wielding the terrible authority of the law. Tbe American judge when on the bench is

As the Americans have latterly become enamoared of 
ipkiidid coetames,— of blae, scarlet, and green clotb, co^ered with sihrer or gold lace, 
bottons and epanlettes, — ^for nülitary wear, it may be expected they will in time discover 
that appropriate costame for a ministe of jostice is at least eqaally repablican and neces- 
sary, more especiaUy as a constitationally appointed jadge has^ occasionally to exert bis 
anthority against a powerfal rival near the bench, the eccentric and abiquitoas Jadge 
Lynch.

American States on tbe Atlantic sea-board, bat in the West,~aboat half way betwecn the 
Eist and tbe •* Far West," wbere ** every thing is condacted as cleverly as nccessary for 
a new State ;** wbere the judge shakes bands with the prisoner, and wishcs bim well 
throogh bis unpleasant sitaation, and wbere tbe jary will not conrict a neighboar of 
mardcr if they consider bim a better Citizen tban bis Tictim. 

The scene is a coart-bouse, neatly built of wood, painted to imitate stone, tbe entrance 
ball to tbe seat of justice bcing a refreshment and reading room. We will dispense with

Self-murder bas notbing to do with it ; one man cannot commit /eh 
deBeoD another. Cventlemen, I gness yon can bare no difficnlty in making np your nunds 
to tbis mnrder or manslangbter. Yon weil know wbat mnrder is, and I need not teil yon 
wbat it is not.

Much, doubtless, of their mediocrity is to be 
attributed to their fondncss for the sonnet ; for he who confines himself to that species of 
composition, can never hope to achie?c anything great or noble in song. Yet to the 
8onnet--contemptible though it be— they have ffiven all the charms it was capable of 
reeeiving, and if perfection in that style be worthy of admiration, they have won it— UE3^ 
one who moulds out of mud and dirt, statues of exoumtÄ beviX.^. 
In the course of rather an extensive reading in Uq^üosl VlXai^Vxc^ \ '^ — -*-^<ä. Vs«^ 
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manj Uttle somiet-flowers from autbors not generaOy known, and tnnslaied tliem in such 
a metre as tt pleased God. A selectkm from these glcanings may not be vnamnsüig to 
those who are partial to Aaaonian mniftrdsy.

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AN EXHIBITION GOSSIP. 

BT MICHAEL AMGELO TITMAR8H. 
IN A LBTTB» TO MONSISVR GVILLAUMB, PBIVTKB,

Deab Gdillaums, — Some of the duUest chapters that erer were writt«ii in this world — 
vÜL, those OD the History of Modern Europe, by Russell, begin with an address to some 
imaginary yoiing friend, to whom the Doctor is sapposcd to commanicate his knowledge. 
** DetkT John,'* begins he, quite i^ectionately, " I take op my pen to State that the last of 
the CarloTiagians** — or, **I>ear John, I am happy to inform you, that the aspect of 
Europe on the accession of Henry VIII. was so and so.*' In the same manner, and in 
yoor fimnoiu ** Lettres ä Sophie^** the history of the heathen gods and goddesses is com- 
monicated to some possible yonng lady ; and this simple plan has, no doubt, been adopted 
becanse the anthors wished to conve^ their Information with the utmost simplicity pos- 
sible, and in a firee, easy, honest, conndential sort of a way. 

This, (as U8ua1,)dear Gnillaume, has nothing to dowith the snbject in band ; bat I haye 
Tentnred to place a little gossip concerning the Exhibition, under an envelop inscribed 
with yoor respectable name, beoanse I have no right to adopt the editorial we, and so 
implicate a host of illustrious anthors, who give their names and aid to Mr. Ainsworth's 
Maffaaine, in opinions that are very likely not worth sixpence ; and because that simple 
upnght I, which often seems egotistical and presuming, is, I fancy, less affected and pert 
than ** we" often is. " I," is merelj an individual ; whereas, *' wo," is clearly somebody 
eise. ** I,** merely expresses an opinion ; whereas, *' we,*' at once bys down the law. 

Pardon, then, tne continued use of the personal pronoan, as I am snre, m}^ dear friend, 
you will ; because as you do not understand a word of English, how possibly can you 
quarrel with my style? 

We haye often bad great battles together on the subject of our respective schools of art ; 
and having seen the two Exhibitions, I am glad to bc able to sav that ours is the best ihis 
vear, at least, though, perhaps, for many years past you have had the superiority. We 
have more good pictures in our 1400, than you in your 3000 ; among the good, wc have 
more very good, than you have this year, (none nobler and better Uian the drawings of M. 
Decamps) ; and though there are no such urge canvases and ambitious subjects as cover 
the walls of your salon, I think our painters have more first-class pictures in their 
humble way. 

They wisely, I think, avoid those great historical " parades" which cover so much Space 
in the Ix>uvre'. A young man has sometimes a fit of wbat is called ** historical painting ;" 
comes out with a great canvas, disposed in the regulär six-feet heroical order; and 
having probably half ruined himself in the painting of his piecc, which nobody (iet us be 
thankiul for it !) buys, curses the decayed State of taste in the country, and falls to portrait- 
painting, or takes small natural subjects, in which the world can svmpathize, and with 
which he is best able to grapple. \Ve have no government museums like yours to fumish ; — 
no galleries in chief towns or departments to adorn ;— no painted chapcls, requiring fresh 
snpplies of saints and marUrrs, which your artists do to order. Art is a matter of private 
enterprise here, like everything eise : and our paioters must suit the small rooms of their 
customers, and supply them with such subjects as are likely to pleasethem. If you were to 
make me a presentof half acartoon, oraprophetby Michael Angelo, or a Spanish martyr- 
dom, I would tum the picture against the walL Such great things are only good for preat 
edi6ces, and to be seen occasionally ; — we want pleasant pictures, that we can live with — 
something that shall be livelv, pleasing or tender, or sublime, if you will, but only of a mo- 
derate-sixed sublimity. Confess, if you had to live in a huge room with the Last Judgment 
at one end of it, and the Death of Ananias at the other, would not you be afraid to remain 
alone--or, at any rate, long for a comfortable bare wall ? The world produces, now and 
then, one of the great daring geniuses who make those tremendous works of art ; but they 
oome only seldom — and lleaven be thanked for it ! We have had one in our country — 
John Miiton by name. Honestly confess now, was there not a fervour in your youth 
when you had a plan of an epic, or, at least, of an heroic Michael- Angelesq^ue picture? 
The sublime rage rades as one grows older and cooler *, and so the good, sensible, honest 
English painters, for the most part, content themselves with doin^ no more than they can. 

Hut though we have no heroical canvases, it is not to be inferred that we do not 
cultivate a humbler sort of high art ; and you painters of religious subjects know, ftt>m the 
very subjects which you are <^led upon to draw, that humility may be even more sublime 
than i^reatness. For iastance, there is in almost everything Mr. Eastlake does (in spite 
of a little fcebleness of band and priinness of mannerism), a purity which is to us c^uite 
angelical. so that we can't look at one of bis pictures without being touched and purified 
by it. Mr. Mulready has an art, too, which is not inferior, and though he commonly 
takes, like the before-mentioned gvntleman, some very simple, homely subject to illus- 
VOl*. I, AA 
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träte, manages to affect and deliglit one, as mach as painter can. Mr. Mnlretdj caDi 
bis pictare, ** The Ford f Mr. Eastlake ftyle« bis, " Sirtcra." The •* Sisterg^ are two 
youDg ladies looking over a balcooy ; *^ The Ford" is a stream, throog^ wbich aome boys 
are carrjing a girl : and how U a eritic to describe the beanty in such sabjects as tliese? 
It woald l« easj to saj these plctares are exqaisitely drawn, beaatifiiUy coloored, and fo 
forth; bat that is not the reason oftheir beanty: on the contrary, any man whobasa 
mind may find fanlt with the drawing and colonring of both. Well, there is a eham 
about them seemingly independent of drawing and colonring; and what isit? Thert'M 
no foot mle that I know of to measnre it ; and the Yenr wiseat lectorer on art miglit 
define and define, and be not a whit nearer the tmth. I can*t teil yoa whj I Eke to 
hear a blackbird sing ; it is certainly not so derer as a pipiiig bnllfinch. 

I always begin wrth the works of these gentlemen, and lock at them. oftenett and 
longest ; bat that is only a simple expression of indiTidnal taste, and b? no meaiis an 
attempt at laving down the law, apon a sobject which is qnite ont of tbe UoBita of au 
legislation. A better eritic might pcwsibly, (I say ** possiUy,'* not as regards the co Tre cl iiesi 
of my own opinion, bat tbe anquestionable merit of the two admirable artists abofre 
named ;) anotber eritic will possibly bare other objects for admiration, and if toch a person 
were to say, Paase — ^before yon award preeminence to this artist or that, panae — for inatanoi; 
look at those two Leslies, can anything in point of esprit and feeling snrpass them ? — 
indeed the other eritic wonld give rery soand adrice. Nothing can be nner than the 
comedy of the Scene from Twelfth Night, more joyoas, frank, manly, langhter-moring : — 
or more tender, and grave, and naif, than the pictare of Qaeen Catherine a^ her attcnoumt 
The great beanty of these pieces is the total absence of affectation. The figorea are 
in periectly qniet, simple positions, looking as if they were not the least aware of tbe 
spectator's presence, (a rare qaality in pictures, as I think, of which little dramas, tbe aetors, 
like those npon the living stage, bare a great love of ** striking an attitnde,** and are ilwayi 
on the look-oat for the applaase of the lookers-on,) whereas Mr. Leslie^s exoellent little 
troop of comedians know tneir art so perfectly, that it becomes the very Image of natnre, 
and the best natnre, too. Some painters (skilled in the depieting of snch kmcknackf) 
OTerpower their pieces with ^ properties** — guitars, old armonrs, flower-Jogs, cnrtatns, and 
what not. The very chairs and tables in the pictnre of Qaeen Gatberue bare a noUe, 
simple arrangement aboot them; they look sad and stately, and east great dreary 
shadows — they will lighten up a little, donbtless, when the girl begins to sing. 

Yon and I have been iu the habit of accusing one of the cTeYerest painteraof tbe ooontry 
of want of poetry : no other than Mr. Edwin Landseer, who, with bis marTclloos power of 
band, a sort of aristocrat among painters, has seemed to say — I care for roy dog and my 
gnn ; Tm an English conntry genüeman, and poetry is beneath me. He has made us langh 
soraetimes, when he is in tbe mood, with bis admirable humonr, bat has held off as it were 
from poetic subjects, as a man wonld do who was addressing himself in a fine ball-ioom to 
a party of fine i)eople, who wonld stare if any such subjects were broacbed. I don't care 
to own tbat in former years those dogs, those* birds, deer, wild-ducks, and so fortb, were 
painted to such a pitch of desperate perfection, as to make me quite angry— elegant, 
beautiful, wcll-appointed, perfect modeis for grace and manner ; they were like some of oor 
Englisb dandies that one sees, and who never can be bronght to pess tbe limits of a eertain 
pobte smile, and decorous, sensible insipidity. Tbe more one sees them, the more rezed 
one grows, for, be hanged to them, there is no earthly fault to find with them. This, to be 
sure, is begging the question, and you may not be disposed to allow either the correctness 
of the simile, or that dandies are insipid, or that field-sports, or pictnres thereof, can possibly 
be tedious ; but, at any rate, it is a comfort to see that a man of genius who is a poet ww 
be one sometimes, and here are a couple of noble poetical pieces from Mr. Landseer s penciL 
The " Otter and Trout"* has something awfui abont it ; the hnnted stag, panting tbrongh 
the water and startling up the wild-fowl, is a beautiful and tonching poem. Ob, that these 
two pictnres, and a few more of different Enelish artists, conid be carried across tbe 
Channel— say when Mr. Partridge's portrait of the Queen goes, to act as a connterpoise to 
that work I 

A few Etties might likewise be put into the same box, and a few deüghtful golden land- 
scapes of Callcott. To these I would add Mr. Maclise*8 ** Hamlet,** about whose fiiiüts 
and merils there have been some Inud controversies ; but in every Exbibition for the last 
five vears, if you saw a crowd before a pictnre, it was sure to be before bis ; and with all 
the faults people found, no one could go away without a sort of wonder at the prodigions 
talent of this gentleman. Sometimes it was more wonder ; in tbe present Exhibition it is 
wonder and pleasure too ; and his picture of Hamlet is by far the best, to my thinkinff, 
tbat the artist has ever prodnced. If, for the credit of Old England, (and I hereby bumbty 
heg Mr. Maclise to listen to the Suggestion,) it could be transported to the walls of yoor 
salon, it would sliew French artists, who are accustomed to sneer at the drawing of the 
English school, that we have a man whose power of drawing is greater than tbat of aay 
artist among you,— of any artist tbat ever lived, I sbould like to venture to say. An aititt.

'* SoiDü men's watches/' said Talleyrand, ** always go a few minotes faster than thoie of 
other men." Not havmg time, they borrow a few minutes, and contriTe to keep a smaU 
stock surreptitiously on band. But borrowlng begets borrowiog, thc minotes become years» 
and the spendthrift sees himself roinously in advance. Other men's watches hare the knack 
of going too slow; not having time enougb, they think to hoard their preciooa moments, 
until they are awakened too late to the conviction that they have always been behind time. 

These, indeed, are types of the two great classes into which society is di^ided — people 
who Utc in a hurry, and people who hardly seem to live at all — the railway-carriages 
and the slow coaches of the commanitv. 

Neither of these classes has ** time. The insect that is begotten, born, and dead in one 
day, is uot more pressed for time than the tortoise that lives ror centories ; for he, when- 
eyer he movcs forward, at the rate of a mile a week, fancies himself in a terrible bastle, 
and thinks he has not a moment to spare. The flowers, that just open at an appcunted 
momcnt to close again for ever, must fecl themseWcs, doring their litUe hoor of bloahing, 
in a prodigious horry, wondering what time it is by St. Paul's, and trembling lest tbe^ 
should be too late for the sunset ; but so, also, beyond a doubt, is the aloe in haste, and if 
asked whether it could not contrive to blossom in less than a bondred years, it woold 
answer, (if it could speak English,) " How impatient is man — there Mt timet* 

Of the two classes, the fast and thc slow movers, two familiär instances occor to ns. 

Hairbrain is always in a hurry, and always too late. Ue has never yet fouod sofficient 
time to complete anything he undertook to do. Life is just long enough to allow of a be- 
ginning ; and to break off in the middle is bis destiny. He never seems to lose a nünote ; 
he would tum every moment to account, yet he never has a single instant athisconunand« 
Leisure to him is a luxury peculiar to fiury bind ; thc privilege of idle poets, who 

" Under the shade of meUncholy boui^s 
Lose and ne^ect the creeping hours of time." 

Life has no panses for him ; he talks, reads in breathless haste, without the sUghtest 
reference to punctuation, and would not stay while he oould coant ** one," even at a ftdl 
stop. He has no patience with the rests in mosic ; and would have called cot flrom the pit, 
to Garrick delivering the soliloquy, to *' ^ on.'* His stop-watch would have told him 
that the nominative case ought to be run right into the verb, never stopping tat repairs. 
He is the most honest fellow in the world, but he onoe borrowed fifty pounda, and has never 
had time to return it. Existence is too short, he argoes, to allow any man to promise and 
to perform too. The utmost you can accomplisb, according to his theory, is to be just going 
to succeed ; and so lively, so actire is he in all bis movements — ^his brain isever so bustling, 
his very soul seems to bc in such a hurry — that it is almost a wonder, sometimes, that he 
does not succeed in soniething. Every year seems leap-year where he is concemed — or, 
ratber, it is the odd day, without the three hundred and odd. Directly hehas settled what 
o'clock it is, he discovers that there is not time to do anything that moming ; npon which, 
he immediately sets to work ou a dozen matters at once. Hc is for ever ronning be- 
tween pillar and post, and never touches either— i^Aa«n'^ time! 

It is loug since we heard from Hairbrain ; but well do we remember a lettcr of bis, 
annoimcmg a very agreeable, a very acceptable ** herewith," " Herewitb you will receive 
a noble haunch " — and then foUowed some particulars of the pedigree of the bock, an 
admirable dissertation on fat, a picturesque description of somebody's magnificent pvk, 
and a lively account of an excellent day's sport ; tbe whole concluding with a ^ P.S. — I 
find I haven't time to send you the haunch at present — excuse haste." 

This **£xcuse Haste" is bis family motto— as it might have been Adam's. His coat-of- 
anus, indeed, may be thonght to convey no impertinent or unedifying representation of hnman 
life, if inspected with a serious eye ; it presenls the view of a highwayman being drawn 
in a cart to Tybum at a gallop, through a heavy shower of rain, with the motto, as already 
mentioned, ** Excuse haste !" 

Tbe last time we saw him, was in a State approaehing to exhaustion. He was pnfllng 
and blowing, as though beut on running a match with a steam-carriage. It tumed out, 
that he had been racing and chasing to get to the Bank by four o*clock, from Chaiing 
Cross, and had only eight minutes to do the distance in. Of course he was ** too late,** as 
usual. "But why, on earth," asked a listener, »* didn*t you call a cab?" "Call a cab!" 
echoed Hairbrain, after considerable fanninff, and a preliminary phrff-phorrff-iF; " how 
^Dolishly— you talk— / hadn*t timef* And here he feil into mucb meditaüon upou the 
shortness of life. 

To comfort himself, and recruit afler this misadventure, he drank bumpers at dinner. 
and became deddedly Baccbanalian soon alter the cloth was removed. It was alwavs bis 
muüm, that a srreat deal of time was lost whUe the bottles were passing round. Yfhm 
m^or- I ezcess, next day, to the question why he had not kept sober, he ia 

' ven the old reoly— " I couldn't— ^lAer« wostCt time t^t got drunk so 
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Grave miist be the offtince which he woold hesitate to juitify or to palliate, on that great 
and all-safficiog seore— the want of time. 

Gor excellent fHend« Halt-^he is the other proimsed example, the oompanion-pictnre)— 
meets him on this groiiiid, and concnn in all hia condoiions, thoojrik he arriTes at them 
by different premises. Halt was never in a hurry in his life. Halt, in his own penon» 
knows not Wnat haste means. He maintains a certain marching step from ^ear*s end to 
year's end, borrowed, as some coojectore, fh>m the practice of soldiers on dnll, who seem 
to be moTing forward, althongfa they stir not an inch firom the spot He upholds Uie 
theory of the extreme shortness of life, to vindicate his practice of slow moTements. 

** Why hurry— why driTe ?" he reasons. ** What does it all signif^r ? — what docs it amonnt 
to, haste, worry, as you will I Life is too delicate to bear this jerkmg and jolting. It is not 
lonff enough to stand all this wear and tear. And what time do you saTe by your hard 
gallop ? Just five minutes now, three by-and-by, and one to-morrow. It's of no use— -you 
may push on— but it's of no use. You*ll be too late, after all. You'll never reach the goal, 
urge as you may. And if you did, what of it? No sooner done, than you are gone. Suppote 
yon were allowed a whole centur^afterwards to spend the fortnne you have built up, to 
eiijoy the fkme you have won. What*s a Century ! To a man who contempUtes etemity, 
and feels himseUT destined to undertake that joumey, what is a course of ceuturies ! Mereiy 
a Httle trip to Bath — not so much, only to Ramsgate. Why push along at such a prepos- 
terous rate! I never hurry myself— never go either faster or slower — it's not worth 
while — I haven't time to msike miste." 

It may be conjectured from the abore, that Halt has no particular otrjection to making 
speecJlies upon occasion. The surmise is just Halt, it must be confessed, does like to 
consiune his life in long disquisitions on its brevity. When we say *' making Speeches," 
we mean, of course, long speeches — ^for there are no such thin^ as short ones. We 
always know what Halt means, when he rises to make a ** few bnef observations." He 
spoke very well— very efiectively — the other evening, for the first hour and a half; the 
rest was a failure. 

** What a pity," said a friend, ** that you did not sit down when you had made your 
point ; that you did not leave off when you had created so favourable an Impression." 

*' All the &nlt," was the reply, '* of being so sadly pressed for time. I consumed but 
three hours and a quarter, altogether. What's three hours and a quarter ! I had*nt time 
to leave off. A peroration can't be done properly under fifty minutes. It takes twenty, 
idter the last ' and to conclude.' " 

When the servant who robbed him was transported for fourteen years, Halt consider- 
ately petitioned for a mitigation of the sentence, on the ground that, m all probability, the 
man ** would nothave time" to be transported for more than seven. The convict escaped, 
and retumed before his term ended, only to find the same principle working in his excuse: 
— ** Life's very short ; the poor fellow hadn't time to stop in sueh a climate. Besides, he had 
only nine years more to serve — what's nine years I" 

Halt is seventy years old, has lived in assemblies of his fellow*mortals all his dars, and 
has leamed but one lesson, retains but one positive conviction — that " life is short" He talks 
without sayin^ anything, hears withont noting, even sleeps without dreaming, and yet oom- 
pUdns Uiat ** life is short." He devotes a long evening to an argument which he nas gone 
over twenty times before, with the same obstinate man, to the same endless end— vet he 
never had an hour to spare in all his life. He appropriated ten years to the study and 

1)ractice of the German flute, but never had time to master it thoroughly. He bought a 
ottery -ticket in his youth, waited patiently for the day of drawing, but hadn*t time to get it 
exammed, or to ascertain whether it were a prize or not He meant to have married, only 
he never had time to ** pop " the question. He plays at cribbage, and talks politics, even 
now, durinff eight hours of the twenty-four, and yet grumbles grievously about the want of 
time. He mvented a new life-insnrance plan, but hadn't time to reduce it to figures. He 
will die some day — when he has time. He does not want heart— and he has an old head 
on his dioulders, as we have seen — ^time is what he wants. He intends to do something 
yet, he teils us — ^we must give him time. 
The World is but a babble. Men and daffodils, as the poet informs ns, are tha same things :— 

** We have short time to stay as jrou, 
We have as Bhovt a spring. 
Äs quick m growth to meet decay 
As you or anything." 

There's plenty more vertes in that poem of Herrick's, bat one hatn't timt to quote 
them. Another poet, however, boasts of his life of leisure, and makes short work of his 
bosiness in this world, when thus he siugs — 

** To live and die is all I have to do." 

Very right ; bat so seanty was his allotted time, that even these two things— «11 kt had 
to do-*he was obliged to do both atonces tot wbile he was Uving be was dyiog !

The actors used to call bim ** Sweet Ned,** just as they used to 
I jiL >liak$rK.'ara ** Sweet WüL*' But this seeuis to havc been a general custom amongst 
iliviii. u> Heywood tdls us, in bis "Ilierarchy of the Blcssed Angel!?,** that this sort of 
r.ii)iiliari(y always preTailed betwecn the actors and the dramatists, or rather between the 
iMu-^t distinguisbcd of both crafts. Thus Grcene was always callcd Robin, instead of 
n>i)K*rt ; Marlowe, Kit ; Kid, Watson, and Nash, Toni ; Btiaumont, Frank ; Jonson, Ben ; 
Klftchvr, Webster, and Ford, Jack; Dekker, May, and Middletou, Tfuu; and so on. 
Alluyn's success, howcvcr, before the curtuin gave hini special importance bt'liind it ; and 
waf^crs used to be laid u|K>n bim in the Performance of certain |)arts against other actors. 
On onc of these occasions he was pitted against Peele, and on anothor aguinst Kcnip, lioih 
famous players in opfKisite styles ; and there nre some lines preserved in Dulwich College, 
by which it appears that the scene of contention in the lattcr case was the Hope Theain*, 
npou which occasion it was anticipated the Globe would be deM.*rted, and a ncw play of 
•Shakspeare's, just thcu Coming out, would l>c incvitably pobtponed; such a plcasant confi- 
dence had AUeyn*s friends in the force of bis attractiou !

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tributioiis at almoBt every door, jet this comfbrtable actor, who lud got a fortune with hü 
joang wife, in •ddition to hii own saviiiffs and iiiTeatiiienU, leaTea her in the rtrj Bpriog 
of their mariied happiness, to take her Chance for the grave. Nor did he eren wnte to 
her at often at he oaght to have done, nnder the mott oniinair circomttancet. Hit familr 
complained of hit ueglect, and Hentlowe wrote to him to teil him how gricred his wiie 
wat not to hear from him, when other wivet had lettert leot to them from their abtent 
hntbandt, and that the wept, and took it grievoualy, *' thincking/' tayt Hentlowe, " that 
yoa had conteved tome unkindnet of her, becante yoa were ever wont to write with the 
finte ; and I praye ye do to ttylle, for we wold all be torey bat to heare at often frome 
yon at others do frome ther frendet." Thit wat in August, and the tarne complaint it 
repeated, with increated eircomstancet of aggravatioD, in September. The fiict wat, AUevn 
wat not a man of tentibility ; tuch things had no eflect upon him; and he thought nc 
lettled the whole aceount of tendemest with hit wife, by writing to her now and theo, 
ind calling her hit ** dear moute !*' and tclUng her to keep the houte cleaD, and to throw 
water before the door, and to put nie and herb of grace in the windowt, and to pray for 
the grace of God ! And thit dear little moute, who couldn*t write, and wat, therefore, quite 
imable to tend back pretty termt of endearment in retum, wat carted, by order of the 
Lord Mayor, during Alleyn't absence, becaute the wat unlucky enough to belong to the 
then prohibitcd order, iuto which the wat drawn bv her marriage ! 

Thete are unpleatant incidentt at the outtet of Alleyn't career ; they spoil the flavour 
of hii entire hittory. We fiod him deeply en^protsed in a variety of tpecuiutiunt, in ull of 
which he protpered, and then going into retiremcnt, and endowing a collvgo. He hwix 
no family, wat laden with wealth; and, in hit declinc, built a charitable inititutiou. 
Nothing can be taid to diminith the gracefulnett of that concluiiun tu hit lifit i but, 
kwking back into the seedt he had sown, in the acquisition of hit property, it it iiu gr«at 
barm to express a little wonder at the hanrett of good they produced. A ftMiliMh traditUm 
hat come down to ut, that he wat frightened into the eitablitlinivnt of Dulwioh l*uilv||f, 
by tome fearful waming he reoeived firom a devil, that uppeared to him »ii (lio «tagt*. 
Alleyn may, pottibly, haTC belicved in the devil, (who wat, prubably, oiio t»l' hit uwii 
actort, and who may have taken that method of revenginff hit low imy U|hiii (Iio (hrivliig 
manager ;) bat we are peremptorily called upon to rcject uim. 

It hat alwayt been a quettion more eatily agitatcd thau reiolved, how Alle\ii got thi* 
meant for tuen a princely endowment at that of the College of Clod*N Ciift, um iiv iiimiiitly 
called it, at Dulwich. But Hentlowe't Diaiy, and Alleyn^t own paucm, di'iMHiiird in llu« 
irchivet of the Institution, attitt ut materialfy towardt an antwer. We find hlni at t weiil} - 
siz ycart of age, in part proprietorthip of the Hone Theatre ; he wuh alwuyt a tucüCMnil, 
and of courte, well-paid actor, and had already placcd himtvlf in numelfut cirotinifetuni^fM 
to justUy him in taking a tpaciout residence. We find him, aUo, itvlling, «»r ntluTHlM« 
employinp, tome property in the parith of St. Botolph, which appeani t«» Imvu hfcti luft li> 
him by hit father, who wat an innkeeper in that quarler, and who wat ■utii'iH'itcd iu hin 
butinest by hit ton, John. We find him, alto, buying property at tifffnwkOi, und i*i* 




yeart afterwardt, it is gratifyiog to trace him and hit wife (für thit tinie «hi* aiTom|iaui«<l 
him!) on a visit of plvaturc to the very penon to whoui lu* liud Mild it. Hin oonnexiuu 
with Hentlowe wat altogether a pure botinett partnerthip. Hentluwe wan iiNfful to AUeyn 
in many wayt : he wat more accustomed to rou^h work,had a uiore practical knuwifdgu tif 
the lower ciassos, and wa» better qualified, by hit vulgär cunning,to conduvttho )H'tty twi- 
iight detailt of their enterpritef, and to wring profitt out of theni all llu wut Jiutt tuch u 
man at AUeyu wanted; while Alleyn, with hit extcrnal reputati«in. aud hisgravo, five-ai-t 
face, wat tpecially fitted to play the prominent part in tlie daylight witli the public at 
large. Alleyn had the upper band of Hentlowe all tliroughout, und kvpt it to the lutt. 
We havc already seen that Alleyn had the Ilope, aud Hentluwe the liote Theatre, in 
addition to the rike Garden. Uere were two theatret to bogin with. We next find them 
proprietors of Parit Garden, where bear-baiting and buU-baiting iiied to be exhibited. 
They alto purcliated the oflice of Matten of hit Migctty't Gamet, from Sir William Stuart, 
and were invetted with a monopoly, not only for thewing tuch tportt before the court, but 
all over the kingdom. Thit wat a theer tpeculatifin { and of a clatt to low and barbaroui. 
that it betrayt at once the aacendaaey in Alleyn't character of the purtuit of moncy o«* 
every othv r pastion— even over the lov« and practica of the art he to toccettfully illuttn 
in bis early manhood. It it tolerablv carlain that, in addition to thete tourcet of ioeoi 
Alleyn bought and toldamiaitiet i aadamongat the memorauda in the (.oUege, there ia < 
ctMi of thit kind ettabliahad beyond doobt, by which it appeart, that an actor of the ni- 
of Towne, purchatcd from AUayn aa annoity of X12 per annum, for the tranalar of ''^ 
copyhold laiidt, and the tum of X90 in band. No tpecict of invettmcnt thaf 
mite a handtome retom waa oot of hia way, fisr hit geniut wat thoroai^ 
had a great dcal of Booey eodMurkttd in iam, or puuic hooMi, «• wt M 
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wbieli be^iimUis to bis wife, (not the ** dcsr mouce** of die JWnksHle, bd m piotpevoM

than XIjOQ, lecvred npoo Ubkoiii Idii, in Soathwark, and three oCbcr booses, calied tbe 
Btf^, üie Bell, and tbe Coefc. Bot tbe maia part <tf bb nnütüariona powcnioot coosisted 
in bis tbeatrical propert j : first, tbere was tbe Hope, and tbe Rose, aisd, doobclcaa» mne 
sbare in tbe tbeatre in Newiogton Batt9, wbere tbe naited oonapanics |>bijed wbile tbe 
Globe was reboikÜng. Tben tbere was Paris Garden, wbieb, m additioa to ita nsoal 
taaialtaofis entertahinients in tbe ring, became nhimately a regnlar tbeatre. Tben tbere 
was tbe Fortune Tbeatre, in Gonlding Lane, Cripplegate, wbicb was boilt hj All^m and 
Henalowe oo tbe model of tbe Globe, witb tbis dbference, bowerer, tbat its interior em- 
belHshments were mooh nx>re costly. Besidca all tbese, tbere b leaaon to tmspect tbat 
Aileyn beld sbares in tbe Red Ball Tbeatre, in St. Jobn Street, Sflaitbfidd, and tbat be 
parebased Sbakspeare*s sbares in tbe Blackfriars ! He was, in Caet, a eoosplete nndertaker 
m tbe waj- of tbeatncals, and as we know tbat socb propertv was eztremely hicrative in 
tbflse days, we cannot be nincb sorprised at tbe ram^tr witb wbicb be amassed so rast a 
fortane. Dekker. in bis cnrioos tract called A Aaä^f*« Comvarui^, orinnally poblisbcd 
ander tbe title of Sanfrom Heß^ and desgned as an answer to Nasb*s JPienx PemmHatef 
dcscribes tbe oecapaüon of tbe players as being espeeially profitable. Haring nrged tbe 
nsoal tbeme of tbe porerty of tbe poets, and tbeir inadmissibility into tbe infornal regioos, 
lest tbeT migbt libel tbe ^ Cok>nel of Coninrers," be says tbere were plenty of actors tbeie. 
** >Iarrie, pUyers swarme tbere ss tbey doe beere, wbose occnpation being smelt oat 1^ tbe 
cacod«moo, or bead officer of tbe countrey, to be'locratire, bee purpores to make rp a 
eompanie, sind to be cbiefe sbarer bimseliel'* In Order to render Ulis perfcctly clcar, it is 
necessar^' to remind tbe reader, tbat tbe regulär actors in tbe principal companics played 
npoD sbares. tbe manager reserring to biauelf tbe largest amount, wbile tbe indiridaals 
wbo composed the Company were paid on a gradoated scale, according to tbeir merits or 
Standing. Besides tbese regulär actors, tbere were many wbo were compellcd by circom- 
stanccs, to play upon fixed salaries. These were called birelings ; and it is not a little 
grieroiis to find, Thomas Heywood, tbe autbor of tbat exquisite play, A IToaiaii ICiBed 
miik Kmdmess^ and who is described by Charles lamb as ** a sort ii prote Shakspeare" — 
(not tbat be wrote in prose, bot tbat he wanted tbe poetry of Sbakspeaie over and abore 
tbe natore) — ^it is gricTonsto find tbis Thomas Heywood entered asabirelingto Henslowe. 
We may safely condnde, judging from similar cases, tbat the amoont of his weekly salary 
wtfs less than three crowns ; and tbis, wbile Henslowe was making hnndreds ! 

The sources, theo, of Alleyn's wealtb were numcroos, and like Springs in tbe eartfa, from 
whencc flow the fertilizing streams, many of them lay out of sight, and were onknown to 
bis coQtcmporaries. He trafficked in dogs, and bulls, and bears, and kept itinerant show- 
nien to traverse the provinces, and bring bim in tbe profits of tbeir exbibitioos. He was 
himself an exbibitor. in like nanner, at Paris Garden, and baited a lion before King James 
in the Tower, with three dogs. Ue leot out money by way of annuities, and npon 
interest. Uc specalated to in noprecedented extent in tbeatres, possessed inns and bonses 
in different parts of the tovn, and was an actor to boot, and a dealer in the literature of 
the drama, (which he evidently followed as any equally literally-minded man wouM any 
common trade.) in his managerial capacity. Yet eren all tbis fortonate combination of 
spccolations would scarccly havestood him in so much profit, if he had nothad a peculiar 
gvnias for procrcating monoy. He ncver lost an opportunity of tuming tbe mere^t trifle 
to accoant. This sensc of gain was perpetually present to him. He knew tbat wbat was 
saved was gaioed ; and he sufiercd nothing to go to waste. He was always getting his 
tbeatrical dresses mended, or his hose dyed ; and hc uscd to writc coptes of his letters, or 
other priyate memoranda, on the backs of any scraps of paper tbat had already been used 
for some other purpose, and tbat were thus made to do double duty. Hc had tbe keen 
and subtle iostinct of all money-getters, and dtd not sufier extcmal appcaranccs to kccp 
pacc witb tlic progress of his fortune, but pmdently restrained himself all along witbin 
the same cautious and economical habits tbat marked his outset. Tbe original nature of 
the grub still inspired him in tbat adranced State €i being wbicb the entomologists call 
tbe imago form. He nerer leil tbe old boose on the Bankside throngboot Ms entire 
career, until he settled finally in the nianor-boose at Dulwich, wbere he died. He kepC 
close on the one spot, where he made bis money, still accumulating more and moie, until 
tbe time camc for bis avatar amoogst tbe groTes and gipsies of Norwood. Such a man 
was surc of distinguished bonours in his parish. He was rated to the poor at the highest 
rate tbat was paid by anybody in Southwark— namely, sixpence per weck ; and be serred 
the oflice of churchwarden. But it is a great comfort to know tbat Shakispeare was also 
rated in the same place, at the same time, in the same amount, so tbat he had at least as 
pood a house as Aileyn ; altbough his poetical nature reodered him so far anti parocbiaL 
tbat it does not appear he erer senred the office of churchwarden. 

Tbere was no interconrse betwecn Shakspeare and Aileyn. Tbey lived near eacb 

other, but were as hr apart in spirit as snmmer and winter. AU tbat is known of priTate 

rMin^ between them or tbeir families, is, tbat doring Alleyn's abaencc in tbe country, 
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mMMij after hii niarriag?, Shakspi-nre catled apon Mva, Alli'^a to lell her tliiit lie 
»mW Bcfiuainted wi[b a ccrtain Mr. Chatonor. who wanied to borrow XtOfrom her, and 
9 WM w^ie raougb to preleod tliat he was knowii lo her htiabuid and to Shaksp^ire. 
i« wai a simple acl of neighliourly ponrteay. Shokspcarc had heard ihal Ihe fellow wai 
■B impoilor, aöd he Said as iniieli, and was glad Miv. Alleyn did not leod Ihe monej. 

Ijke almosl all men who make fortuneg aa AUeyn did, be ras of a liiigioii« diapoailion, 
■Dd coDiuntl; involved in dispiiiGS and lan-iiüla. Ün such occbhiods, he »nerally cod- 
trired to throw tlic ouiu upon his «ppnneats. an aü to make it appear, if possible, ibiC they 
troke ihe peace, aiid ool he. Ue rarely commenced an action, hol he redueed tbe circimi- 
MlDcei at issoe to sueh an exti'cmity, tbal bis npponenl waa compelied lo begin, aod lo 
lacur the ioitial expenapg, or sbandon bis dainu. Alleyn was on ihe 'raDiage-gronod of 
cuiul, and kticw ii. Hc coald olfnrd lo wail, and stat^'e the cnemy ioio compliBuce. In 
all his moae^ qiiarrels (and lie does nnl appear lo have had any olber, Tor be wai vul- 
nerable ODiy in Ihe one «pol), bis nctive subtlely vas visibLe Ihrough eveiy articnlallno of 
tkf argument. Ilia guards and feinis were ftiU of inreniioD aad adtoitnees. Ue alvii) a 
•nticipated the deTcncc or asierliniia of bis uilagonista, which Boggeela an ill-nalnred siis- 
tieioa MM to hov hc camc lo knov ihum >o vell beroreband. He always seemed lo appre- 
fwod. wben hc vas recovering a drbi, thal his opponeot woald plead hiTing alieady pnid 
it, hat. thoughllessly, wilhonl geltiiig a racpjpl i and when olhers were recovering debil 
from him. he piil them upon the proor of ibe Obligation, anlicipaling, nt the sanie lime, 
thal they might posaibly allege thut tbey had foolishly aufftred Ihe ubllgaiiun lo bc in- 
«irred, withoul ohlaining sa aeknowledgnient in n-riling. AlleyD was, in all human tnith, 
Thst it called a bard, honest man i but his bonesiy had a Tcry ogly body-guard in hi« 
" aharp praclice." 

He faäd dispulei vilh nearly everyl>ody he waa conneded vilh, except Heastnw». 
Made, the iralerman, irho was his partner, aAer Henslowe's deatli, in ihc bear-boiling nt 
Parii Garden, pelitioned the Chamber] ain against him, on oecoiint of some alleged kin- 
drsnces and losses he salTered by him. The matter was aftvrwards leiiled by arbiiralion, 
wbieh, M lewl, shews that ihere was «ome ground for Meado's complaint. A person named 
Bomett urged claims upoo him after Henslow«'« denih, growino; oul of a traniaelion with 
Ucnslowe. Bumeti böd got money fVom time to time (roai Henslove, and. being poor, 
Ittd lüde a fall aequiitance and releote. After Ihat, he got mure money, and had made 
uotber ncquittance. Uere Allcyn «toppcd, but Rurnelt nersisied. Tbcre was the acquit- 
tanee, bowerer, and Alleyn Eiood upon ii, averring tbai Bnmctt had been paid back all the 
Buney that was due to bim, and more, in chariiy. The two Bci|uillances, nevertbelesi, 
kook punfully like a compromise between justice and neeeastty. Then he had a icrioua 
^fference viih 5ir t'rancia Callon, from «hom he bought tbc eatatc at Dulwicb, and «ho 
aecuted him of hatiageffecledthc purchase by some undoe meaas. Calton demanded more 
money than hc had reci'ived (br Ihe manor, aJleging that it bad been aold belov its tbIuo i 
bot Alleyn repadialed the demand, bequcathinghim alterwanU, hoHever,i:iOOia bi* will, 
vhicb vas stränge enougli. contideriog thal they did not even live on friendly temu. 

Anolhet remarkable aSair in vbich he was engagedhadrefcrence lo Lodge, Ibedramalisl. 
Thfre was a lailor in the Stmud.'of the name of Topping, «ho arrcited Lodge, then an 
acloT in Uenslove's Company, for a debi. Uenslowc, for Ihe sake of bis Services in the 
tbeUrf-, bailed him out ofIbeClink. But Lodge shonlyaflerwardi going abroad, probibly 
tORCt al the Haguc, lell Henslowe liableforlbe amount.inclDdingall tbucosls. Uenslowe, 
bowever, endeavoured dishoneslly to erade bis reBponsibility, by siielleriog hinuelf under 
his court privUege, he. as ouc of tbe grooms of the qucen'i Chamber, being exenipied 
from Rrrcai, Tupping htid tbe whole case before tbe Lord Chamberlain, eiposed Ihe 
knavery of Henilowe, ood procured an orcler to compel him to pay ihe money. Hovr 
mallersveretlnally seitledbetween Lodge und Henslowe isnot verydisiincllykno<rn; bat 
it is ccrtain that al Hcmluwe's deatli Ibero was a balance due to him by Lodge. Tbis, 
amougsl other ihingi, descended lo Alleyn. wbo, upon Lodge'i rclum to England, sued out 
process agünst the unfortaualc poet, and arrested bim. In the ejiea of the law, he had 
a right to du so 1 but the righl eiciited unly on tbe bard sido of his boneily. Lodge wM 
wretchetlly poor, and had no meaus uf sälisfying Ibis cracl actioo. He la said lo faKTe 
perisbed of the plague. 

Hia name luggesis a eurious coineidenee. It was he who first anawcred Stephen Qem 
(amoui " Shoole of Ahuse," directed a^ainat the players. h'it reply wo«, in tb« Mi 
dagree, temperate and courteous, considering ihe natare of iho invectiTc it 
Vpoiton, by a still more eitraordinory coineidence. was ofterwarda reeior of Dalwicli, 
BKommended many persona m fit ohjects of charity to .\lleyn. He ira» iweniy jm ( 
■Mor of Ihe patish, and died there. 

F Amopnl other eTidcnecs of Alleyn'ii' graaping eharacler, hia quarrel wiib hia »f 
'vifc't faiher— euppotied lo be Dr. I>onne — uuglit niil to be fbrgoilen. Ke ehw 
witb having promiscd lo give bis daughier £S00, ]ind wilh never having gliri 
tnd ivpiooched him with »andry «mall thinga. Ibat belray ninrr meinDtHn 
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branoe of them tlum in tbe aoting r-*nch ai not having retnnied a ring he borrowed, and 
ffith reinsing to make his danghter a pretent of a nag she had taken a ftmcy to^ and hinti 
that he ought to make some allowanoes for the charges of hU daughter, Lucy, who waa thc» 
on a Tirit with her mairied sister. Ai Alleyn grew older and pondered over hU College, 
he evidently grew penorioos in doier detaili than ever. Yet, making all natoral and fiur 
admiflsions on that score, it is difficolt to reeeue him from the socpicion of having conapired 
with Henslowe's widow to make Henslowe» on his death-bed, while his band was ahaken 
with palsy, sign a new will, by which the greater part of his property, which was rery 
considerable, feil, ultimately, into Alleyn's hands. A bill was nled by the heir-at-law, in 
which the whole ciroumstanoes were deliberately stated. The issoe is not known ; and all 
that can now be said is, that the whole story, as it is exhibited in the oaly Augments of 
legal docoments that remain, has a yery dark and discreditable aspect. The passion for 
money sees its own moralities throngh such crooked glasses, that nothing in this way onght 
to startle our credulity in estimating the character of such a man as Edward AUeyn. 

We have not half ezhaasted the salient angles of his natnre — the conning and dexterons 
strokes of his policy — and the sudden contrasts we detect in his life. Bot we must break 
<^ even in the midst of our gossip. Yet we hardly know any masqner of bis day who, 
in an odd way, deserves larger consideration. When he retired into a massive old honse, 
boried in the foliage of the woods of Dulwich — ^then known as the manor hoose — ^he occnpied 
himself in a great and a good work. It was a noble compensation, with all its vanities and 
singnlarities (and they are not a few), for the trading loathsomeness of much of bis previous 
grovelling career. But let it not be supposedthat Edward AUeyn gave himself up to grim 
reveries and penitential solitude. He had a lurking spiee of personal pomp in him, of a 
poor andsordid kind, doubtless, and lacking openness and hearty ambition, but just enoogb 
to keep him out on the highway in tbe sunshine, to be gaaed at, and chirrupped aAer by 
the gratefiil wouder of the rustics. Old Cartwright, the bookseller and actor, who be- 
queathed the old pictures and rare books to the CoUege, says that he lived as humbly and 
irngally there as one of his own penrioners ; and tbe portrait which is still preserved of him, 
shews him in a black gown, with as sombre an air as a religious reclose. But Cartwright 
was either ignorant of his real character, or did not choose to set it forth in print So 
ihr from being cbaracterized by humility, he had no sooner founded Dulwich College 
than he looked out for a knighthood, and actually made private interest at court to obtam 
it I And as to his dress, the black gown may have answered his purpose on some ocoasions 
ol snllen ceremonial, when he had to look austere, as became a Found^, but we can dress 
him much more appropriately out of the surviving lists of his owd gay wardrobe : — Item, a 
rieh tawny salin doublet ; item, a beaver hat, lined with taffeta, and surrounded with an 
embroidered satin band ; item, a pair of splendidly embroidered gloves ; item, a pair of satin 
breeches ; and item, a magnificent pair of rosc-coloured silk stocldngs, with shoes of " cor- 
divaunt," and blaaing buckles, and you have in his fall attire, as he lived — the famons 
Ned Alleyn, the rieh actor, who built and endowed in perpetuity the College of God's Qift, 
at Dulwich. Peace to his ashes I They sleep in his own miniature chapel, hallowed by 
the prayers of tbe poor.

In more räcent limes the notion of the double ^inripte or double apirit took a shaDe, 
Coming more home. in Bacon's wordi, lo oar buaineM and boHima. (ieorg« ErneM Stahl, 
a Oeman phjsician, of sabllr and metaphyBirat geuiua. siippoted liro oppoaite principlM 
m propenaitiea in the livman franx. oae eonatantly and uniformlj trnding 10 eorruptioa 
■ad decBj, the other to life and bivllh. The fonner he regarded u founded od Ihe ele- 
nentiry comptmition of the liody i ibe latter aa depending on the power and energy of tb* 
mind. He held. that by mesnaof the nerve*, Ihe inflncnc« of the miod was eitrnded la 
eiery pari of Ihe »yatem. and that if thetr action were impeded, dieeatc wit ihe incvjlablt 
eonsequenee. Is tbi« «o ? Certainly, in greal patt. 8ut allngether? Pml-ttt*— 
Qaf (fnuje f The ical of Ihr? followers, howe»er, of thia great phyaician and pl 
loaopber wetit ftnher : Ii »irrlcb« to a grand dream, »hieb miehi b« «ulertained if i 
did not feel wiib noriiki. " It «ere lo inonire loo curiooaly.'

We are not abont to enter into anj diaqua^kn 
mion tbe aotgeet ; we bave ooly tbrown tbeae obaerratioiia fortb to anapicate Mr. Jamea'a 
tbeory, wbidi he tella oa, in bia prefiiee, ia tbe reaolt of mncb oonaideration, and tbe 
Crnit of extenaire atndy. He aaya — ** * PoaTona nona paa dire qnll n'y a rien en nona 
|m»^«^ eette priaon terreatie, porement, nicorpotel ni qHritnel?' aska good old Montaigne, 
and eertain it ia tbat in many an aet wbere «e imagine tbe body aJone takea part» the 
^irit baa aa great a diare; and in many a thooght «bere the mind aeema to diveat her- 
aelf of day, the impolse waa giren by tbe body, not tbe aooL Bot beaidea tbe eontention 
batween Uie corpcveai and apiritoal put of onr natnre, and tbe aort of awiodbng tbat 
goea on at botb aidea, he that looka into bia own beart moat acknowledge, with bim 
of old, tbat there aeem to be two apirita witbin na. I do not ooly mean tiro qarita, dia- 
tmgniriied by tbdr promptinga to good or evil, bot two prindplea aeparate in tbeir natnre, 
in tbeir olgecta, and in tbeir nltimate dwellin^ plaoe, — tbe one tcndmg to tbe eartb, the 
otber aapirin^ to tbe bearena — tbe one tbe pnnciple of animal exiatenee, tbe otber the 
prineiple of immortal life ; — tbe one abared with tbe bmtea tbat periah, tbe otber tbat 
eaaenee which raiaea na abore them bere and bereafter. Wbat ahall we call tbeae two 
apirita? How abaU we diitinguiah them, tbe one from tbe otber, in apeaJäng of them 
bereafter ? Let na name tbe higher and porer one the tpirit of the mmL, and call tbe 
otber tkt 9pirü ofiktflttk ; for botb are dntinct from mere intdleet, which eaeh naea aa 
aa agent aa each gaina tbe aacendancy, or appeala to aa a j odge, when tbe atrag^ ia nearly 

It ia npon thia atmg^ between tbeae two principlea tbat tnma tbe grater part of eaeh 
man'a moral biatory ; it ia opon thia atroggle that Mr. Jamea*a book ia fonnded. Victor 
Hngo atatea, in aborter phrase, be made bia great work, " Notre Dame de Furia,** on a 
w<Hnl — **■ Fatb !" He waa wrong in tbat ; he made it on iwo worda, (we will not, in onr 
bnoyant periodical, sacred to the emotiona and riaibilitiea of tbe multitnde, wbo may know 
or not know Oreek, qoote anything in the Qreek character,) bat the otber word on which 
ha made the romance waa, in the acriptoral phraae — **■ UNCLEAHNBaa." Thia, bowcTer, 
Mr. Jamea takea care to inform na he religionsly eachewa, eren in fiction, thereby, aa be 
adda, depriving bimielf of many advantagea aa a noreliat Hia olgect throngbont tbe 
whole course of hia worka baa been on all occaaiona to incnlcate a moraL Tbe deaign ia 
moat praiseworthy, and we can oaraeWea bear testimony that he baa pnraoed it with eamcat- 
neaa and singlenesa of heart In hia generooa attempt, howeyer, on behalf of hia reader% 

«• To raise the morml« and to mend the heart,** 

be baa narrowed conaiderably for bimself the field upon which onr great noTeliata, ancient 
and modern, bave diaplayed tbeir atrength ; and thia baa led to a form of compoaition 
which, if it have (aa it certainly baa) some advantagea, ia not witbont many and grave 
diaadvantagea. Lake the poet in the early atage of the Greek drama, Bfr. Jamea teachea 
or demonatratea hia ttory. Tbe advantage ia, that everything ia piain to tbe meaneat 
capacity ; there ia no room for the alighteat doabt or the amalleat miaconception aa to any 
of hia cbaractera, or aa to the working oot of hia plot To read and onderatand bim, 
accordingly, requirea no labour of thooght, no exerciae of intellect— everything, to the moat 
minute particular, ia explained ready to yoar band. He ia aa one whd shewa yon not only 
tbe dial and the Operation of the handa, bat opena the clock, and displaya the whole ma- 
chinery, and exposea to yoa the functiona of every wheeL In otber worda, bia men ai^ 
women all bear the fabled window in tbeir breaata. They, too, are aubjecta, and not otgecta, 
auch aa tboae emitted by the mi^hty maatera of fiction, wbo create a character, breathe 
into it, and bid it live, and live it doea, in ita own individnality and idioayncracy, for all 
time : witneas all Homer*s and Sbakspeare'a cbaractera — witneaa Tom Jonea — witneaa 
Anaatasios — witneas the boat whom Walter Scott baa aent fortii to wander over the world 
immortal. Here the maker ia notbing, the character everything : after having given bim 
being, be ia apparently independent of the maker. He ia a responaible agent in ue ei\}oy- 
ment of firee-will ; be baa been created npon an idea, that ia to say, a law laid down, and 
this ia the law of bis existence, and thia he mast falfil ; he ia aa a real liviog and moving 
man, and moat be judged of aa soch. Hence he will often be miataken and miannderatood, 
and it ia only tboae of leaming and ^enina, tboae who form the porcelain day of human 
bind, who will know and recogniae him thoroughly. The poet, then, who baa arrived at 
the laat transcendent phasis of genius, which, in the phraae of the German metaphyiician 
Novalla, it " aelf-annibilation," becomea liable to misapprehension, and thongh not limited 
fbr oiher reaaons, perbapa, in his auditory, ia certainly restricted in tbeir appreciation of 
bis sabtle and mighty lahoors. 
A signnl inatance of this occurs with respect to Hamlet. It is iodubitably eertain tbat

Jwdcs'b llyle ia flowing and agreeBbli.-! hk reading hae been very (>iLteu&iTe: and be haa 
rrideDÜy leen a great deal of the world, in every walk of life, and he haa »kilftilly aTailed 
fainuelf of bis opporlunilie» and observations. Hia plot is Tirry artiaticaJIy tonstructed. It 
M clear tfaat he does not, like »ome of bis contemponries. commence a work opnjHU to 
Müh or lacha suro of money, wilbout baving in Ihe leaatdetermiaed bow, nbere, vhen.or 
in what *ay it is to lermiaate. His bero is a yonng baronet, poeseasing wealth, edncation, 
tute, rpfinement, eTerytbing Ihat cau be desirable in ihe Mny of life. He describes 
Um M baving strong pauioos and strong priaciples — it ia upon the conflict betwiii thoae 
thatibetale, and the moraloTic. tums. He naa agoodgenlua, ander the guise, of conrae, of 
aMj-UiTe, andundcrthe name of J uliet Carr; an evil genioa. under the guise, of conrae, of 
a frieod, and llu title of Couut Lieberg. We aay uf course, becaitaetberemastbeinlimacy, 
or. in Coleridge'a Word, iaquaimanct, to enablc eilhcr lo eierciw power over tbe mind of 
Ibe hero. Juliel Carr laa äaicin beautj — a sortof Rowena— very placii and very prelty ; 
•sd her functions in Ihe alory coniiat, whenover the necesiily anaes, in throwing in her 
iaflnrnce chi the aide of virtue and prudenre. There i> anolherlady— Helen Barham^ 
«ho hu maay pointi of character and psMages of fortuae in coinmon with Rebecca ; and 
a maa named Martin, a thief and housebreaker, and ao fortb, who hai yel in bim the seroia 
of good, and the capability of becoming a usefui and honest member of aociely. These, 
wiu the additioQ of an opera-singer, are the priacipol peraonagea. Tbe ebaracter of Sir 
Mori«y Emalein ia well kept np, but it is acnrcely in hnman nnture lo commil to lillle 
coinmon -place ain. as he, under tbe force of the lemptationa indicated. 

But we ahould, ere we go farther, aay a word aboat bis evil genlns, Lieberg. Firal, 
bowever, we will hear Mr, James. " The character of ihe lempter. Lieberg, Is a pecnliar 
eofteeplion, compriaing qualilies adapted lo the porpoae I had in view, but «hieb were 
MTcr perbapa united m one human being, bul which are not anomaloua or repugnanl to 
Mch ouer. *o tbal Gction has every right, I imagine, to galher them inio one focus, or, in 
odier worda, to bealow them upon one charaeler." So aailh Mr, James. Now, Lieberg 
il, in point of facl. Goetbe's Mephiitophiles tumed inlo a fiae gentleioan, and. graoting Ihe 
■nihor the righi ihai bc cluma. upon ihe pan of liciion. of making an imposaible cbarader 
H a boiDBO being, we ihink he might well have eitended its authority fartber, and made 
ihit «tme templer supematunl. Uf ihuae who wear the garb of the äesh, " none are all 
nÜ." The "daina«lst villain" drawn by Shakapeare, is the Spaniard lago ; bul be ii 
not wkked without a cause, or wickod for the mere take of wickedoess— he haa heen cer- 
Uinly iligbted and injored hy the Moor upon one point,— be believes he bas. moreover, 
bteu itruek at by bim in tbe ienderesl. The charaeler of Emilia, ai devclopcd in the play, 
iMvei liule doabi of it. But tbis Lieberg seems to liave, ihroughoul the novel, no adequale 
iotneal in giving bad advice in a moral pninl of view, ihough often good in a worldly 
point of view. lo the youngsler, whoae life bc laves (prcciaely, bj ihe way, aStei Ihe lame 
bafaionlhat HumphreyCliakerdnea bis falber'*, by dragging bim oui ofariverthrougb the 
«oaeh wiodow), and to wbom he renden many lervicei. Tbe only iotelligible reaton for 
Äe coaduct of " tbe templer" Ihat ia aet fortb before ihe close of ihe novel is. Ibal he may 
fiiplay bim ai a heartleta rake in the eyei of fielen Barham — ■ result decidedly nol worth 
Ihe process of working it out by a man of auch high iniellect aud aapiratioiu a* Lieberg is 
dMcribed to b«. The great templaliona Ihrown in Morley Emstein'a way are, with the 
•zecption of a duel wiih aflaib-mao,«onien and play. He haa determined. upon tbe vtry

MR. W. FRANCIS AIHSWORTffS NEW TRA\TXS.« 



These traTels, extending orer a period of neariy tbree jean, and carried tbroacb eonntries 
rrplete witb lüftorical and antiqoarian interest, a great pari of wbicb were uso bitberto 
nnexplored, present os witb socb a Tariety and nnmber of fiiets, tbat we scarcely know 
wbere to glean. Keeping, bowerer, to wbat b strictij new, tbe identifiaUion of tbe 
tamolos of Harakab witb tbe tomb ot Hannibal appean to bare been tbe firat interetting 
determination effected by onr traveUer. Tbis was foUowed by tbat of Ptusa ad Hypinm, 
witb Cydopean gateway and ramparts. Next oomes Üie iuostration of the laboors of 
Hereoles, accomplisbed on tbe Acherusian peninsnla of Pontie Heraclea ; tbe descriptiofi 
of Tiom, a tastefnl remnant of an lonian colony; tbe determination of tbe site of 
Claadiopolis (also Bitbyniom), by existing inscriptions ; tbat of FlaTiopolis, still Zaftran 
Boü, ** tbe YeOow CitT ;" and tbat of Pompeiopolis, witb its magnificent sarcopbagus, also 
by inseriptions. To tnese discoreries, so rapidly succeeding one anotber, may be added 
as minor points, tbe tomb of Queen Amastria, and tbat of Icesius, a colossil relie of Pontie 
times. 

Qoitttn^ Bitb^nia, Papblagonia, and Pontos, tbe Expedition Tisited tbe remote and 
eircamscnbed kugdom of Deiotaros, occnpying a closed-up yalley of tbe Halys, and wbere 
tbey fouad tbe towns of Blocium and Peiam--tbe Gazopbylacitim, or treasnry— and ex^lored 
the capital, Gaogra. They wintered partly at Aogora, partly on the snowy mountams of 
tbe Lycanian Olympus, adrancing witb early spring into tbe unfreqaented Kord district of 
Haimaneb, wbere tbey foond the old BaUis of Yanina, and many sites of early Christianity. 
In Morimene they also traced ont the site of Gadasena, a seat of ancient hierarchal pomp. 

After tbe snrrey of the celebrated salt lake of Koch-Hisar — the Tattsea Palus— a carefdl 
and nearly complete examination of the province of Garsauritis was effected. This 
distriet is peenliarly Interesting, flrom its nnmerous towns and yillages of Cappadocian 
Greeks» wbo are mostly Troglodytes, and who lire in cayes tbat present every yarietir of rock 
ardJnieetnre, which is ftirther added to by the stränge and nntastic forms of tne rocks 
tbemseWes. In this district alone the sites of Osiana, Ozzala, Nitazus, Congustus. Perta, 
Gtfaaura, Comitanasse, Dio Csssarea, and others, were determined ; and Archelais Colonia, 
Cybistra, Soandom, and others, were explored. 

The ancient city of Caesarea Mazaca led the way into Commana, wbere an Arab site 
(Sbobair) was first yisitcd, and foUowed by explorations of Tonoza, Arabissus, Ptandari, 
and Arkas, on the way to Melitene, the capital of a province. From this poiot the 
Expedition adyanced throngh Taoms, discoyenng the mins of Lacobena, and determining 
tbe Sites of Pelverre, Nisos, Carbannm, (tbe Arabic Hisn MansurO Claudius, and JuliopoUs i 
from wbenee tbey descended, by the banks of Euphrates to Bir^ik, exploring on thslr

Foolica, Zela, Amwia, Amuiu, Pbanoelon, Docin, Csrus and Hadrianopolis. 

The Winter of the aame year (I8.'!g) «iw ihem agnio ai route, to gain tbe V*"" °f 
Taunu bj Mioaa uid its beautifiU lake, Dorylsum, and Ihe cnnatry of the Grat OxmanlU, 
Iji^i-f» and Iconinm, Co the forroidable Golek Boghax, the ancient Ciliöan gatea. 
Deaecading thenc«, snmmeT still reigned in the ferlile Cilicia, and pasüng Adäuah, 
Alexaudf^la, aod ABtioch. Ifaey giined Aleppo before CbrUlmas. Starting hence, by 
Knhnon EaphralMsnd Urfoh, the Urof tbe Chaldeans, tbe plainsof Mesopotamiaofltred 
toihem ihe hilherto imd»cribed miai of Sinna, a Cbaldean episcopale ; and ahonly after 
their arriviil al Mosul — ihc KlneTeh of old — a slill more remarkable site wa« *int(ä, Ifaat 
of AI Hodbr. the Harn of the Cbaldeans and Roaunt, an aatronoiiiical city of the aoei«nt 
Chaldeam, crowdcd witb besutilal stmctares, Hrange acalptureg. and remarfcable inacrip- 
(ioDS. atnong vhich vat a kamen) of tbe JewB ofthe Capimty. Near to thte city «M alto 
a Temoant of AHyrian times, the Ur of Ihe Persians, uid beyoad, TiBBEphalta — " the place 
of Bitumen." 

Wth tbe approach of Eonuner, tbe Expedition slaried for central Kurdistan, lo vini the 
independent Cbaldeans of tbe monntains. At the same moment, the Tiirkish forees wer« 
beleaguering tbe fbrtress of Amadiyeb — the city of the Medes and tbe Asayrian EebMana. 
la the monntaina they Tirited Sheikh Adi, tbe chief temple of the tiedis, or Detil wor- 
abippera, and thenee advancing into tbe districl of B«rrawi, «ero therc receivtd by • 
pamarchal Chaldean bisbop, and a tribe of humane, hospitable. and generana, onl, 
at the MiD« time, warlike and eourageous ChriEliana. wha, iurrouiuled on all aide« by 
hotlile nations and oppocing taiths. hate yet been enabicd, for IheM many centurie*. lo 

Ereaerve in Ibur almosl impeuelrable üiEttiesiea and iaaccetaihle hetgbia, a religion untaiated 
7 chnnge and a political independ^noe nnchallenged by titoe. 

Tbe Tsriom dinricta and Tillagea of ibis remarkable coontry aredescribed al length, M 
are also tbe picluresquc fealuivs of ita lofty monntains and deep Talleya and rarines. TbC 
Patriarch of tbe Chaldeana was viiited at Jnlamerik, the capilal of the coontry, and 1^ ' 
details of the iatcicoane beld vilh tbis dignitary, and wiih other of the riergy of tl 
liltle known church, pre fiill of interest, The hislory of Ihe people ia also entered np« 
and they are sheva [o be remnanla of the Cboldeani of old. and not conietted Jewc, M J 
has been sapposed by some. Il is cerlaioly a cmious ihiug. tbni to hear of a nalion a~ 
nountaineera posaeuing many religiona and moral qualiScalioiis vorthy of tbe mal 
cWilised nationsi tbe more paiiicularlj oUied to ua by similarity of doclrine and o^ 
worship — proiesiing agaiasl the Pope, transnbaiantiaiion, tbe irotibip of the Virgia, a( \ 
■aiiiti, Bnd of inclures — independent, and of gome political importance — liting away in 
remote monntain distiiets, amld an aiternaüoD of perpetoal glaoiers and richly cn]livat«d 
tenaces of rock, ripe fbr amicable religions or political intercooise witb [he more faTOnred 
nalioDS of tbe Weat. and yet hilherto scsrcely made the objeet of thoughl, still lesa of 
ftiendly räiti from their self-abBorbed brelhren. 

Tbe Expedition returnedfram the country of tbe Chaldeanü. by Salamast, Urimiveh, and 
Uihuei, in Peraia ; made an ascent of tbe Peak of Rovandiz, and gaiaed Mesopoiamia by 
the pass of the Kurdtsb city of tbe same name. and Sidaka and Akra, like Amadiyeb, tlie 
residence ofKurd princea. vho ctaim a direct deicent from tbe KhiUGi of Bagdad. The 
mins of Nineveh ; of Niiurud, tbe Resen of the Bible ; of old Mosul. and Ihe field of ifae ■ 
batlle of Arbela, are made (he aubjects of description, tili 'juiltiog Hosul, the Expedition J 
proereded by Bezabde to Pbainica, with ita frequent Castles, a lilc pewiy discotered in Öbttm 
pftB of the mouDtaini on tbe river Tigris, so celebraled fhim the Opposition affiirdcd ttj 
tbe retreal ofthe Tea thousand Greeka ander Xenophon. \ 

Beyond this they visited tbe Upper riven ofTigrii, Ihe towD of Seit, idenli^ing Tigr*- 
socert» «ith Amida. and ihen Betlis and Musfa, tili, advancing upon the high upUnd« of 
Armenia, they gained Erzrum, and floally Trebeaond, from whence tbey look «hip to 
Conitanünople. Thia is. allugether, a lengtbened and most various rontej and •■ tbe 
produetions of the country, the objects of nolural hislory, the struclure and cbvacler of 
its mounluns. plaios, and rlver«. its general geography, and ihe mannen aod »täte nt ita 
presenl inhabitants, vere no more oeglecled than ilt anliqniiics. «e feol cominced tbat 
no one will peruse Che present Tolnmes wlthout fiadiag Information of one lünd or th* 
«ber tbat maj proveasonrce of inleresi, if nf- "' — 
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
